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Home ownership is gubstantially greater
in Ohloc, the average size of household is
smaller, and dwelling units average ILewer
rooms than 10 years ago, according bto pre-
liminary sample data from the 1950 Census of
Housing.

The number of dwelling units increased
much faster than population in the past dec-
ads. The total number of dwelling units dis
approximately 2,442,000 or about 24 percent
more than in 1940. For the same perlod, pop-
ulation in dwelling units gained 14 percent.

About three-fifths of the tobal occupled
‘dwelling units are owner-occupled, The shift
from renter to owner occupancy since 1940 has
been considerable. Homes occupled by their
owners increased by 49 percent, In contrast

and 3.2 in 1940; also, dwelling units ocontain
fewer rooms, a wedlan of 5.2 in 1950 compared
with 5.4 in 1940,

Approximately 7 out of 10 dwelling unita
have hot running water, are squipped with a
private bath and flush tollet, and are not
dilepidated.

For nonfarm rental homes, the medlan
monthly rent 1is 434, The median value of
nonfarm l-dwelling~unit owner homes is 8,500,

Figures on these and other housing char-
acteristics in the State were released today
by Roy V. DPeel, Director, Bureau of the
Census, Department of Commerce.

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Inventory.--The +totel number of dwelling
wnlts in Chio in April 1950 was approximetely
2,442,000, an increase of 464,000, or about 24
percent, over the 1,978,000 dwelling units in
1940. Most of the inorease was the result of
new construction; however, some unlts resulted
from conversions which increased the number of
dwelling wilts in existing structures.

Urban and rursl-nonferm dwelling units
smounted to 2,177,000, or about nine-tenths of
the total; the remaining 264,000 were dwelling
wunits on rural farms. Urban dwelling units
alone constitubed 1,688,000 or seven~tenths of
the total dwelling units in the State.

The preliminery date indicate &a gross va-

cancy rate of 4.4 percent or a totel of about
107,000 vecant wunits. An analysis of their
oharacteristics, however, indicates +hat the

available vacancy rate was relatively small, 0.7
percent of the total dwelling wnits. An evail-
able vacant unit is one which is nonsesgsonel,
not dilapideted, and offered for rent or sale.
0f the remaining vacancies, one~-half were for
geasonal use and one-half were nonseascnal units
gither held off +the rentel or sale maxket or
dilapidated.

Penure .--Cne of the most significant devel-
opments since 1940 is the subsbantial increase
in home ownership. The gain resulted not only
from new construction but slso from the sale of
existing rentel homes for owner ooccupancy. There
were 1,413,000 owner-occupied units, oxr 61 per-
sent of the totel ocoupied dwelling units in
1980, compared with 948,000 or 50 percent in
1940, MThe peroentage of home ownership in 1950
was higher than the figure for the United States
s & whole, which was 55 percent of all occupled
dwelling units.?!

Type of struchure.--About two-thirds of the
dwelling units in the State were in l-dwelling-
unit detached structures without business. The
proportion ranged from 55 percent for urban
mits to 97 percent for rurml-farm units.

A small proportion (8 percent) of. all
dwelling units in the Stete were in multi-unit
gbructures containing 5 or more dwelling unitsj
practically all of these were in urban areas.

Rooms and persong.--The trend toward build -
ing homes with fewer rooms and the effect of
converting lerge units into smaller units are
reflected in the decrease in gize of dwelling
units sinoe 1940. The median decreased from 5.4
rooma in 1940 to 5.2 rooms in 1950,

Compared with the entilre Tnited States,
ohio had, on the averags, considerably larger

Condition and plumbing fTacilities.-=About
69 percent of the units had hot ruming weter,
were equipped with & private bath and privets
flush +toilet in the structure, &and were no}
dilepidated.

The proporticn
renged from sbout eight-tenths for the utban
dwelling units in the State <to three-tenths for
the rural~ferm units.

Rent.-~The rent level in Ohio was about the
seme &s for the Nation., The medien monthly rent
for nonfarm rental units was $34, about the same
as the median for all of the United States.
About one-fifth of the rental units in the Stabe
were renting for less then $20, end one-fifth
were renting for $50 or more, Rentsl units in-
clude renter-occupied dwelling units &nd non-
seasonal vacant units which were offered Zfol
rent and were not dilapideted.

Value.--The median price which nonfem
home owners estimated their properties woult
sell for was $8,500, about $1,100 higher tha
the $7,400 median for the TUnited States e8!
whole. About two-tenths were estimated to sel
for less +than $5,000; a little more than one
tenth were estimated at $15,000 or more. Thes
properties include l~dwelling-unit ownexr-ocouple
structures end l-dwelling-unit nonsessonsl V&
cant structures which were for sale and were no
dilapidated.
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DEFINITLONS AND EIPLANLTIONS

The tubles in the report show the results
of the 1950 Censug of Housing based on a prelim-
inary sample of dwelling units. Data from the
1940 Census are also shown 1f the items are com-
parable and if the 1940 data for such items were
tabulated. Differences in definitions and pro-
cedures used Iin the 1950 and 1940 Censuses are
explained below for each of the items.

Changes from the 1940 concepts were magde,
after consultation with users of cengug data, in
order to improve the statistles, even though
it was recognized that comparability would be
adversely affected. When it has been <feasgi-
ble to do so, measures of +the Impact of the
change on the gtatistics have been, or are
being, developed.

Urban and rural areas.--According 4o the
new definition adopted for the 1950 Oensus,
urban areas comprise (a) places of 2,500 inhab-
itants or more incorporated as elties, boroughs,
towns,? and villages; (b) the densely settled
urban fringe, including both incorporated and
unincorporated arems, around cities of 50,000
or more; and (o) unincorporated places of 2,500
inhabltants or more outside any urban fringe.
The remaining areas are clagsified as rural.

According to the old definition, wurban
areas comprised all places of 2,500 inhabltants
or more which are incorporated places and areas
{usually minor civil divisions) classified asm
urban under speclal rules relating to population
size and denaity.

Farm and nonfarm residence,-~In rural areas,
dwelling units are subdivided into rural-ferm
unlts, which comprise all dwelling units on
farmg, and rural-nonfarm units which comprise
the remaining rurel units. However, the method
of determining farm and nonfarm residence in the
1950 Census differs somewhat from that used in
earlier censuses. In the 1950 Census, dwelling
units on farms for which cash rent was pald for
the house and yard only were classifled as non-
farm.  Furthermore, dwelling units on ingti-
tutional grounds and in summer camps and tourist
courts were classified as nonfarm,

Dwelling unit,.--In general, a dwellling wiit
is a group of rooms or a single room, ocoupled
or intended for ocoupancy as geparate 1living

quarters, by a famlly or other group of persons
living together or by a person living alone,
A group of rooms, occupied or intended for

occupancy as separate living quarters, is a
dwelling unit if it has separate cooking equip-
ment or a separate entrance. 4 single room,

oceupied or intended for occupancy as separate
living quarters, is a dwelling unit if it hag’
geparate cooking equipment, or if it constitutes
the only living guarters in the structure. Also,
esch apertment in a regular apartment house is a
dwelling unlt even though it may not have sep-
arate cooking equlipment. Excluded from +the
dwelling unit count are rooming house quarters
which do not meet the above qualificabtions, end
living quarters in such gtructures as institu-
tions, dormitories, and transient hotels and
tourlist courts,

In the 1940 Census, a dwelling unit was
defined as the living guarters ocoupled or in-
tended for ocoupancy by one household. & house-
hold congisted of a family or other group of
persons living together with common housekeeping

arrangements, or of & person living entirely
alone,
The number of dwelling units, as shown in

this report, may be regarded as comparable with
the number of dwelling units shown In the re-
ports of the 1940 Census. The instructions used
for ldentifying a dwellling unit in the 1950 Cen~
sus were. more expliclt. than those used in the
1940 Census, As a result, some living quarters
may have been clagsified as separate dwelling
units In the one oensus and not in the other.
However, the net effect of the ochange in the
instructions is probably small.

Data on ocoupled dwelling units and houge-
holds.~~A household oonglsts of those persons
who live 1n a dwelling unit, including not only
femily members, but also lodgers, servants, and
other unrelated persons who live there. DBy def-
inition, +the number of cccupled dwelling units
is the same as the number of households. Small
differences between these two numbers may appear
in the population and housing reports, however,
because the data for the reports were processed
independently.

Population in dwelling units,-~The popula-
tion count ghown in table 1 represents the pop~
ulatlion in living quarters which are defined ag
dwelling units. Tt excludes practically all of
the population in such structures as rooming
houses, institutions, dormitories, and transient
hotels and tourist courts. The population in
dwelling units 1s uged in ocemputing population
per ocoupled dwelling unit; 1in the 1940 Census
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Reports on Houslng, the total population was
used in the computation.

Vacant dwelling unit.--A dwelling unit 1is
considered vacant if no persons are living in it
at the time of enumeration. Vacant units are
enumerated ir they are intended for occupancy as
living quarters regardless of their condition.
New units not yet occupled are enumerated as
vacant dwelling units if construction has pro-
ceeded to .the extent +that all the exterior win-
dows and doors are installed and final usable
floors are in place.

The classification
vacant units offered  for reatb.
only" group is limited +to'those <for sale only
and not for rent. . Vacant units which are not
for rent or sale include units elready rented or
sold but not yet occupied, newly constructed
units awalting final completion and which have
already been rented or sold, and units held off
the market for other reasons.

' The enumeration of vacant units in the 1950
Census of Housing 1I1s not eantirely comparable
with the procedure used in the 1940 Census. In
1940, vacant units were enumerated If they were
habitable; vacant units which were uninhabitable
and beyond repair were omitted from the enumer-
ation. Vacant units for sale and vacant units
for rent were enumerated as one combined cate-

"for rent" consists of

gory. The "for sale or rent" vacancles included
all habitable vacant units which were available
for ocoupancy even though not actually being

offered for rent or sale at the time of enumer-
ation, +that is, all dwelling units which were
vacant except those held for occupancy of an
absent household.

In both censuses, dwelling units occupled
entirely'by'nonreéidents gre included with vacant
units not for rent or sale.

Vacant trailers, tents, houseboats, and
railroed cars are excluded from the dwelling
unit inventory in both 1950 and 1940.

Type of structure.--A separate structure has
open space on all four sides or has vertical
walls dividing it from all other structures. A
"l~dwelling~unit detached" structure has open
space on all four sldes and contains only one
dwelling unit.

The definitions of type of structure used
in the 1950 Census of Housing are slightly dif-
ferent from those used in the 1940 Census, How-
ever, a direct comparison can be made between
the 1950 and the 1940 data ms they are presented
in this report. The category "l-dwelling unit
detached without business® of 1950 is comparable
to the "l-family detached™ of 1940. Units in

Condition and plumbing facilitieg.--Date om
condition of a dwelling unit eare shown in come
bination with data for selected plumbing famceil-
ities and are, therefore, limited to units forxr
which condition and all the plumbing items are
reported. Plumbing facilities include water supe
ply, toilet facilities, and bathing faclilities.

A dwelling unit is reported with private
tollet and bath if it has both a flush tollst
and a bathtub or shower inside the structure for
the exclusive use of the occupants of the unit.
Running water and cold water refer %o piped
running water inside the structure. The "no
running water" category refers to piped runnlng
water outside the structure and to other sources,
such as & hand pump.

For the item on condition, dwelling units
ere classified as "not dilapidated® or "dl-e
lapidated.” A dwelling unit is dilapidated when
it has serious deficiencies, 1s run=down ox
neglected, or is of inadequate original con-—
struction, so that the dwelling unit does not
provide adequate shelter or protection against
the elements or it endangers the safety of the
occupants. Dilapidated dwelling units are 3o
claessified either because of deterioration, as
evidenced by the presence of one or more crite

ical deficiencies or a combination of nminor
deficiencies, or because of inadequate original
construction, such that they should be toxn

down, extensively repaired, or rebuilt,

In the 1940 Census, data on conditlon were
eollected showing dwelling units '"needing major
repairs.” Dwelling units were classified &aa
needing ma jor repairs when such parts of the
gtructure as floors, roof, plaster, walls, or
foundation required repairs or replacements, the
continued neglect of which would have seriously

impeired the soundness of the structure and
created a hazard to its safety as a place of
rasldence.

Because the definitions of the two terms

differ significantly, the 1940 count of dwelling
units needing major repairs and the 1950 count
of dilapidated dwelling unlts are not comparable.

Contract monthly rent.-~Contract monthly
rent is the rent contracted for by renters of
nonfarm dwelling units at the time of enunerw
ation. The rent s the amount contracted for
regardless of whether it includes furniture,




heating fuel, slectricity, cocking fuel, water,
or other services sometimes supplied, Dwelling
units which are occupied rent free are not in-
cluded with the units reporting rent.

A similar definition was uged 1in the 1940
Census except that an estimated monthly rent was
reported and tabulated for the nonfarm units
which were occupied rent free.

Monthly rent for vacant dwelling units is
the amount asked for the dwelling unit at the
time of enuneration, and 1s presented in 1950
for the nonseagonal not dilepldated vacant units
for rent. The 1940 rent datae for vacant dwell-
ing units, however, applied to all vacant units
clagaified as for sale or rent. Because the
1950 rent data in +thls report are ocombined for
renter-occupied and selected vacant dwelling
units, they are not comparable with the 1940
results.

Value,-~Value data are shown for nonfarm
owner-occupled dwelling units and vacant nonsea-
sonal not dilapidated units which are for sale
only. Value is shown only if +the unit is in a
one-Qwelling-unit structure without business and
ir it is the only dwelling unit included in the
property. The value represents the amount for
which the owner estimates that the property, in-
¢luding such land as belongs with 1t, would sell
under ordinary conditions and not at forced sale,
For vacant units, 1t is the sale price asked by
the owner. .

Units for which value data were published
from the 1940 Census included owner-ocoupied
dwelling units in multi-dwelling-unit structures
as well ag In one-dwelling-unit structures, It
the owner-ocoupied unit was in a structure con-
taining more than one dwelling unit, or if a
part of the structure was used for business
purposes, the value reported in 1940 represented
only that portion occupied by +the owner and his
household. No value data were collected for
vacant units Iin 1940. Because the 1950 value
data in thls report are combined for owner-
oocupled and selected vacant dwelling units,
they are not comparable with the 1840 results.

Median.--The median 18 the figure which
divides the number of dwelling units reporting
on a characteristic into two equal groups--one
group containing units for which the figures for
the characteristic are smaller +than the median,
and the other containing unlts for which the
flgures for the characteristic are larger than
the median, TFor example, the median ocontract
monthly rent 1s the rent which divides the units
into two equal groups, one having rents lower
then +the median and the other having rents
higher than the median.

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of date.--The 1950 estimates pre-
sented in this report are based on a sample of
approximately 2,500 dwelling units selected from
those enumerated in the 1960 Census of Housing.
These dwelling units are located in about 750
oensus enumeratlon districts systematically se-
lected from all enumeration districts throughout
the State.  Although the figures are based on
data transcribed from the 19850 Census, there may
be differences between the data Iin the present
report and the date to be publisghed in the final
1950 Census reports, apart from differences

cauged by the sampling variability. The main
reagon for such differences 4is that the prelim-
inary estimates do not inelude all of the

refinements that result from the careful examina-
tlon of the achedules and tables to which the
census data will be subject prior to the publi-
cation of the final report.

The 1940 figures in this report are the
results of the complete enumeration In the 1940
Census of Houslng. These and more detalled
figures on the same subjects may be found in the
1940 Census Reports on Housing.

Each of the 1950 figures is independently
rounded to the nearest thousand; therefore the
detailed Tigures do not necessarily add to the
totals. Percentages for 1950 are based on the
rounded absolute figures.

Reliabllity of 1950 estimates,--Because the
1950 estimates are based on sample data, they
are subject to sampling variabllity. Although
the smaller figures are subject to large rela-
tive sempling varlaebllity, they are shown in the
tables to permit the analysis of various combi~
nations which would have smaller relative sam~
pling variablility.

To illustrate, of'the estimsted 1,688,000
urban dwelling units in the State, 65,0 percent
were in l-dwelling-unit detached structuresa with-
out business. The sampling varlability 1s about
8.3 percent. The chances are about 19 out of 20
that the percentage which will be obtained from
the complete tabulation of the 1950 Census will
be between 51,7 percent and 58.3 percent,

The tables 1ln the report also show the per-
cent change from 1940 to 1950 for many of the
oharacteristics of dwelling units. The 1940
flgures are used as the base in computing the
percent change. Since the 1940 data are not
based on & sample, the sole cause of the sam-
pling veriability in these percentages 1s the

variability of the 1950 estimates. The sampling
variability of any percent change, therefore, ia
the sempling error of the estimated number of
dwelling units possessing that particular char-
aoteristic in 1950 divided by the 1940 figure
for that characteristic.

In addition to sampling variation and liml-—
tations of the types mentloned above, the esti~
mates are subject to blases due to errors of
response' and to nonreporting. The possible
effect of such biases is not included i1n the
measures of rellability; data obtained Ifrom a

complete count of all dwelling unlts are also
subjeot to these biases.

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DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS

The tables in the report show the results
of the 1950 Census of Housing based on a prelim-
inary sample of dwelling units. Data from the
1940 Census are also shown if the ltems are com-
parable and if the 1940 data for such ltems were
tabulated. Differences in definitions and pro-
cedures used Iin the 1950 and 1940 Censuses are
explained below for each of the items.

Changes from the 1940 concepts were mede,
after consultation with users of census data, in
order to improve +the statistics, even though
it was recognized +that comparabllity would be
adversely affected. When 1t has been feasi-
ble to do so, measures of +the Impact of the
change on the sgtatistics have been, or are
being, developed,

Urban and rural areas.--According to the
new definition adopted for the 1950 Census,
urban areas comprise (a) places of 2,500 inhab-
itants or more incorporated as clties, boroughs,
towns,? and villages; (b) the densely settled
urban fringe, including both incorporated and
unincorporated areas, around cities of 50,000
or more; and (¢) unincorporated places of 2,500
inhabltents or more outslde any wurban fringe.
The remaining areas are classified as rural.

According to the old definition, wurban
arens comprised all places of 2,500 inhabitants
or more which are lincorporated places and areas
{usually minor eivil divisions) classified =as
urban under special rules relating to population
glze and density.

Tarm and nonfarm residence,--In rursl areas,
dwelling units are subdivided I1nto rural-farm
units, which comprise all dwelling units on
farmg, and rural-nonfarm units which comprise
the remaining rural units. However, the method
of desermining farm and nonfarm residence in the
1950 Censug differs gomewhat from that used in
earlier censuses., In the 1950 Census, dwelling
units on farms for which cash rent was pald for
the house and yard only were classified as non-
- farm, PFurthermore, dwelling units on ingti-
tutional grounds and in summer camps and tourlst
courts were classified as nonfarm.

Dwelling unit.--In general, a dwelling unilt
is a group of rooms or a single room, ocoupied
or intended for occupancy as separate living

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quarters, by a famlly or other group of persons
living together or by a person living alone.

A group of rooms, occupled or intended for
occupancy as separate living quarters, 1is a
dwelling unit if it has sepsrate cooking equip-
ment or a separate entrance. A gingle rToom,
occupled or intended for occupsncy as separate
living quarters, is a dwelling unit if it Dhas
separate cooking equipment, or if it comstitutes
the only living quarters in the structure. Also,
each apartment in a regular aspartment house is a
dwelling unit even though it mey not have sep-
arate cooking equipment. Excluded from the
dwelling unlt count are rooming house quarters
which do not meet the above qualifications, and
1living quarters in such struetures as institu-
tions, dormitories, and +transient hotels and
tourist courts.

In the 1940 Census, a dwelling unit was
defined as the living quarters ooccupied or in-
tended for occupancy by one household. A house~
hold consisted of a family or other group of
persons living together with common housekeeping
arrangements, or of a person living entirely
alone.

The number of dwelling units, as shown in
this report, may be regarded as comparable with
the number of dwelling units shown in the re-
ports of the 1940 Census. The instructions used
for identifying a dwelling unit in the 1950 Cen-
sus were more explicit than those used In the
1940 Census. As e result, some living quarters
may have been olassified as separate dwelllng
units in the one census and not in the other.
However, the net effect of the change In the
Instructions is probadly small.

Data on occupied dwelling units and house-
holds,~~A household oconslsts of those persons,
who live in a dwelling unit, including not enly
family members, but also lodgers, servants, and

other unrelated persons who live there. By def-
inition, the number of ocoupled dwelling units
is the same as the number of households. Small

differences between these two numbers may appesar
in the population and housing reports, however,
because the data for the reports wers processed
independently.

Population 1n dwelling unlits.--The popula-
tion count shown in table 1 represents the pop-
ulation in living quarters which are defined as
dwelling units. It excludes practically all of
the population in suech structures ‘as rooming
houses, institutions, dormitories, and transient
hotels and tourlst courts. The population in
dwelling units is uged in computing  population
per occupied dwelling unit; in the 1940 Census




Reports on Housing, the total population was
ugsed in the computation, )

Vacant dwellling unit.--A dwelling unit is
congidered vacant if no persons are living in it
at the time of enumeration. Vacant units are
enumerated if they are intended for osccupancy as
living quarters regardless of their condition.
New units not yet occupied are enumerated as
vacant dwelling units .if construction has pro=-
ceeded to the extent +that all the exterior win-
dows end doors ars ingtalled and final usable
floors are in place.

The classification

"for rent" oconsists of
vacant units offered for rent. The "for sale

only" group ls limited +to those for sale only
and not for rent. Vacant units which are not
for rent or sale include units already rented or
gold but not yet oceupled, newly constructed
units awaiting final completion and which have
already been rented or sold, and units held off
the market for other reasons.

The enumeration of vacant units in the 1950
Gengus of Housing 1s not entirely comperable
with the procedure used in the 1940 Census. In
1940, vacant units were enumerated if they were
habitable; vacant units which were uninhabitable
and beyond repalr were omitted from the enumer-
ation, Vacant units for sale and vacant units
for rent were enumerated as one combined cate-
gory. The "for sale or rent" vacancles inocluded
all habitable vacant units which were avallable
for oocupancy even though not mctually being
offered for rent or sale at the time of enumer-
ation, that is, all dwelling units which were
vacant except those held for occupancy of an
absent household.

.In both censuses, dwelling units ocoupied
. entlrely by nonresidents are included with vacant
units not for rent or sale.

Vacant +trailers, tents, houseboats,
rallroad cars are excluded from the
unit inventory in both 1950 and 1940,

Type of gtructure,--A separate structure has
open apace on all four sides or has vertical
walls dividing it from all other structures. A
"l-dwelling-unit detached" atructure has open
sapace on all four sides and contains only one
dwelling unit.

The definitions of type of structure used
in the 1950 Censua of Houslng are slightly 4if-
ferent from those used in the 1940 Census, How-
ever, a direct ocomparison can be made between
the 1950 and the 1940 deta as they are presented
in this report.

Condition and plumbing facilitliesg.--Data on
condlitlon of & dwelling unit are shown in com-
bination with data for selected plumbing facil-
ities and are, therefore, limited to units for
which condition and all the plumbing items are
reported. Plumbing fecilities inelude water sup-
ply, tollet facilities, and bathing facilitles.

A dwelling unit is reported wlth private
tollet end bath if it has both a flush tollet
end a bathtub or shower inside the structure for
the exclusive use of the occupants of the unit.
Running water and cold water refer +to plped
running water inside +the structurs. The "no
running water" category refers to piped running
water outside the gtructure and to other sources,
such a8 a hand pump.

For the item on condition,
are classified as

dwelling units
"not dilapldated” or “"di-
lapidated.” A dwelling unit is dllapldated when
it has serious deficiencies, 1s run-down ox
neglected, or is of inadequate original con-
struction, so that +the dwelling unit does not

provide adequate shelter or protectlon against
the elements or it endangers the safety of the
‘occupants. Dilapidated dwelling units are s©

clagsified either ©because of deterioration, as
evidenced by the presence of one or more orit-
lcal deficiencles or a combination of minox
deficiencles, or because of inadequate original
congtruction, such +that they should be tormn
down, extenslvely repaired, or rebuilt.:

. In the 1940 Census, data on condition were
collected showing dwelling units *"needing majox
repalrs." Dwelling unlts were c¢lagsified as
needing major repairs when such parts of the
gstructure as floors, roof, plaster, walls, oT
foundation required repalrs or replacements, the
continued neglect of which would have seriously
impaired +the goundness of the structure and
created a hazard to lts safety as a place of
reaidence,

Because the definltlions of the +two terms
differ significantly, the 1940 count of dwellling
units needing major repairs and the 1950 count
of dilapidated dwelling units are not comparable.

Contract monthly rent.--Contract monthly
rent ls the rent contracted for by renters of
nonfarm dwelling units at the time of enumer -
ation, The rent 1s the amount contracted foxr
: of whether. it includes "furniture,
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heating fuel, electricity, cooking fuel, water,
or other services sometimes supplied. Dwelling
units which are occupled rent free are not in-
cluded with the units reporting rent.

A similar definition was used in the 1940
Census except that an estimated monthly rent was
reported and tabulated <for the nonfarm units
which were occupied rent free.

Monthly rent for vacant dwelling units is
the amount asked for +the dwelling unit at the
time of enumeration, and is presented in 1950
for the nonseasonal not dilapidated vacant units
for rent. The 1940 rent data for vacant dwelle
ing units, however, applied to all vacant units
classified as for sale or rent. Becausge the
1950 rent data in this report are combined for
renter~occupied and selected vacant dwelling
units, they are not comparable with the 1940
results,

Value,.=-Value data are shown for nonfarm
owner~occupied dwelling units and vacant nonsea-
sonal not dilapidated units which are for sale
only. Value is shown only if +the unit is in a
one=dwelling-unit structure wlithout business and
if it is the only dwelling unit included in the
property. The value represents the amount for
which the owner estimutes that the property, in-
¢luding such land as belongs with it, would sell
under ordinary conditions and not at forced sale.
For vacant units, it is the sale price asked by

the owner.
Units for which value data were published
from the 1940 Census included owner-occupied

dwelling units in mult*-Awelling-unit structures
as well as in one-dwelling-unit structures. IT
the owner-occupied unit was in a structure con-
taining more than one dwelling unit, or Iif a
part of the structure was used Tor business
purposes, the value reported in 1940 represented
only that portion occupied by +the owner and hils
household. No value data were collected for
yacant units in 1940. Because the 1950 value
date 1in this report are combined for owner~
ocgupled and selected vacant dwelling units,
they are not comparable with the 1940 results.

Median.~-The median is the figure which
divides the number of dwelling units reporting

on & characteristic into two equal groups--one
group containing units for which the figures for
the characteristic are smaller than the median,
and the other containing units for which the
figures for the characteristic are larger than
the median. For example, the median contract
monthly rent is the rent which divides the unita
“into two equal groups, one having rents lower
than the median and the other having renta

higher than the median.

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SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of data.~-The 1950 estimates pre-
sented 1in this report are based on a sample of
approximately 2,400 dwelling units selected from
those enumerated in the 1950 Census of Housing.
These dwelling units are located in about 740
census enumeration districts systematically se-

lected from all enumeration districts throughout

the State. Although +the figures are based on
data transoribed from the 1950 Census, there may
be differences between the data in the present
report and the data to be published in the final
1950 Census reports, apart from differences
caused by the sampling variability. The main
reason for such differences is that the prelim-
inary estimates do not include all of the
refinements that result from the careful examina-
tion of +the schedules and tables to which the
census data will be subject prior to the publi-
catlon of the final report.

The 1940 figures in this report are the
results of the complete enumeration in the 1940
Census of Housing. These &and more detalled

figures on the same subjects may be found in the
1940 Census Reports on Housing.

Each of the 1950 figures 1is independently
rounded to the nearest thousend; therefore the
detailed figures do not necessarily add to the
totals. Percentages for 1950 are based on the
rounded absolute figures.

Reliabllity of 1950 estimates,--Because the
1950 estimates are based on sample data, they
are subjeot to sampling variability. Although
the smaller figures are subject to large rela~
tive sampling varisbility, they are shown in the
tables to permit the analysis of various combie
nations which would have samaller relative same
pling variablility.

The following table presents
mate sampling variabllity of estimates of se-
lected sizes. The chances are about 19 out of
20 that the difference due to sampling varia=
bility between an estimate and the figure which
will be available later from the complete tabu-
lations of the 1950 Census is less than the sam-
pling variability indicated below:

Home ownership is substantially greater
in Texas, the average size of household ig
smaller, and dwelling units average more rooms
then 10 years ago, according to preliminary
sample data from the 1950 Census of Housing.

The number of dwelling units increased
much faster than population in the past dec-
ade, The total number of dwelling units is
approximately 2,447,000 or about 36 percent
more than in 1940, For the same period, pop-
ulation in dwelling units gained 19 percent.

About 56 percent of the total occupied
dwelling units are owner=occupied. The shift
from renter to owner occupancy since 1940 has
been considerable. Homes occupled by their
owners increased by 74 percent; in contrast,
the number of units occupied by renters re~
mained about the same as in 1940.

On the average, households consist of
fewer persons, the medlan being 3.1 in 1950

end 3.3 in 1940; on the other hand, dwelling

units contain more rooms, a median of L.l in
1950 compared with 3.9 in 1940, .

Approximately 54 percent of the dwelling
units have hot running water, are equipped
with a private bath and flush tollet, and are
not dilapidated.

For nonfarm rental homes, the median
monthly rent d1s $37. The median value of
nonfarm l-dwelling-unit owner homes is $6,200.

Figures on these and other housing char-
aoteristics in the State were released today
by Roy V. Peel, Director, Bureau of the
Census, Department of Commerce.

Because the data in this report are
based on a sample, the results are subJect to
sampling variabllity as explained in the sec-
tion "Rellebility of 1950 estimates.® It can
be seen from the tables in that sectlon that
the smaller figures should be interpreted
with particular care, &as should also small
differences bhetween figuresa.

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Inventory.-~The total number of dwelling
units in Texas in April 1950 was approximately
2,447,000, an increase of 642,000, or about 36
percent, over the 1,805,000 dwelling woits in
1940. Most of the inoremses wea the result of
pew conastruction; however, some units resulted
from conversions which inoreased the number of
dwelling units in existing atructures,

Urben and rural-pnonfarm dwelling units
amounted to 2,010,000, about four~fifths of thae
total; the remaining 437,000 were dwelling units
on rural farms., Urban units alons oonstituted
1,536,000 or about three-fifths of the total
dwelling unita in the State.

The preliminary data lIndloate a grogs va-
cancy rate of 8.1 percent or a tobtal of 198,000
vacant units. An analysis of their charaoteris-
tice, howsver, indloates that the available va-
canoy rate was relatively small, 2.1 percent of
the total dwelling units. An available vacant
unit is one which is nonseasonal, not dilapi-

There was a faster growth of houssholds
than of population during the last 10 years,
primarily because of the large number of map.

latlon in households increased by 19 percent.

Even though there wam a large {increass
in the number of households, there has bean
little ohange proportionately in the sharing of
homes sinoe 1940, Married couples who did not
have their own households but were sharing . the
homes of others amounted to 88,000 or § percent
of the total married couples in 1950, ocompered.
with 96,000 or 7 percent in 1940.

Condition and plumbing raoilitiea.—‘-flhoq'q’:‘
54 percent of the dwelling units hsd hot running
watexr, were equipped with a private bath and
private flush toilet, and were not dilapidated,
This proportion was lower than the ocomparable
rigure for the -whole United States, whioch was 64
percent. The proportion ranged from 69 peroent
for the urban dwelling units in the State to
only 17 percent for the rural-farm units,

Rent.~--The median monthly rent for nonfarm -
rental units in Texas was $37 whioh is about the
same aa the medlan for the whole United States,
One-Tifth of the rental units in the State were
renting for less than $20 and one-fifth were
renting for $60 or more. Rental units inolude
renter-ocoupied dwelling units and nonseasonal
vacant units which were offered for rent and
wore not dilapidated.

Value,-=The median price whioh nonfarm home
owners estimated their properties would sell for
was $6,200, about §1,200 lower than the $7,400
median for the United States as a whole,  About
one-fifth were estimated to mell for less thap
$3,000; another one-fifth were ,estimated at
$10,000 or more. These properties inolude 1=
dwelling-unit owner-cccupied struotures. and 1-
dwelling-unit nonseasonal vacent struotures which
were for sale and were not dilaplidated.




DEFINITIONS AND EXPLAMN..PIONS

The tables in the report show the results
of the 1950 Census of Housing based on a prelim-
inary sample of dwelling units. Data from the
1940 Census are alsc shown if the items are com-
parable and if the 1940 data for such items were
tebulated. Differences in definitions and pro-
cedures used in the 1950 and 1940 Censuses are
explained below for each of the ltems.

Changes rrom the 1940 concepts were made,
efter consultation with users of census data, in
order to improve the statistics, even though
it was recognized that comparability would be

adversely affected. When it has been feasi-
ble to do sb, measures of the impuct of the
chenge on the statistics have been, or are

being, developed.

Urban and rural areas.--According to the
new definition adopted for the 1950 Census,
urban areas comprise (a) places of 2,500 inhab-
itants or more incorporated as cities, boroughs,
towns,® and villages; (b) the densely settled
urban fringe, including both incorporated and
unincorporated areas, around cities of 50,000
or more; and (c¢) unincorporated places of 2,500
inhabitants or more outside any urban fringe.
The remaining areas are classified as rural,

According to the old definition, urban
areas comprised all places of 2,500 inhabitants
or aore which are incorporated places and areas
(usunlly minor civil divisions) classified as
urban under special rules relating to population
size and density.

Farm and nonfarm residence,--In rural areas,
dwelling units are subdivided into rural-farm
units, which ocomprise all dwelling units on
farms, and rural-nonfarm units which comprise
the remeining rural units,
of determining farm and nonfarn residence in the
1950 Census differs somewhat from that used in
earlier oensuses. In the 1950 Census, dwelling
units on farms for which cash rent was paid for
the house and yard only were classified as non-
tarm, PFurthermore, dwelling units on insti-~

Dwelling unit.~--In general, a dwelling unit
is a group of rooms or a single room, occupled
or intended for ococupancy as separate living

A group of rooms, occupled or intended for
occupancy as separate living quarters, is a
dwelling unit if it has wseparate cooking equip-
ment or a separate entrance. A single room,
occupled or intended for occupancy as separate
living quarters, is a dwelling unit if it has
gseparate cooking equipment, or if it constitutes
the only living quarters in the structure. Also,
sach apartment in a regular apartment house is a
dwelling unit even though it may not have sep-
arate oooking equipment. Excluded from the
dwelling unit count are rooming house quarters
which do not meet the above qualifications, and
living quarters in such structures as institu~
tions, dormitories, and transient hotels and
tourlst ocourts,

In the 1940 Census, a dwelling unit was
defined as the living quarters oocupied or in-
tended for ogcupancy by cne household., A house-
hold consisted of a family or other group of
persong living together with common housekeeping
arrangements, or of a person living entirsly
alone.,

The number of dwelling units,
this report, may be regerded as comparable with
the number ~of dwelllng units shown 4in the re-
ports of the 1940 Census. The instructlons used
for identifying a dwelling unit in the 1950 Cen=-
sug were more explicit than those used in the
1940 Census. As & result, some living quarters
may have been classified as separate dwelling
units in the one o¢ensus and not in the other.
However, the net effect of the ochange in the
instructions is probebly small. '

Dats on occupied dwelling~unlts and house=~
holds,~~A household conslats of those persons
Who live in a dwelling unit, inoluding not only
family members, but also lodgers, servants, and
other unrelated persons who live there. By def-
inition, the number of ocoupled dwelling units
is the same as the number of households, Small
differences between these two numbers may appear
in the population and housing reports, howsver,
becauge the data for the reports were processed
independently.

Population 1in dwelling units,--The popula-
tion count shown in table 1 represents the pop-
ulation in living quarters which are defined as
dwelling units. It excludes practically all of
the population in such structures as rooming
houses, institutions, dormitories, and trensient
hotels and tourist courts, The population in
dwelling units is used in computing population
per cocupled dwelling unlt; in the 1940 Census




Reports on Housing, +the totel 'population was
used _n the computation.

Vacant dwelling unit.--A dwelling unit is

considered vacant if no persons are living in it
at the time of enumeration. Vacant units are
enumerated if they are intended for ococupency as
living quarters regardless of their condition.
New units not yet occupied are enumerated as
vacant dwelling units 1f construotion has pro-
ceeded to the extent that all the exterior win-
dows and doors are installed and final useble
floors are in place.

The classification
vacant units offered for rent, The "for sale
only" group is limited +to those for sale only
and not for rent. Vacant units which are not
for rent or sale include units already rented or
s0ld but not yet occupled, newly constructed
units awalting final completion and which have
already been rented or sold, ‘and units held off
the market for other reasons,

The enumeration of vacant units in the 1950
Gensus of Housing is not entirely comparable
with the procedure used in the 1940 Census. In
1940, vacant units were enumerated if they were
habiteble; vacant units whioh were uninhabitable
and beyond repair were omitted from the enumer-
ation. Vacent units for sale and vacant units
for rent were enumerated as one combined cate-
gory. The "for sale or rent" vacancies included
all habitable vacant units which were availadle
for occupancy even though not actually being
offered for rent or sele at the tlme of enumer=~
ation, +thet is, all dwelling units which werse
vacant except those held for occupancy of an
absent household.

In both censuses, dwelling units occupied
entirely by nonresidents are ineluded with vacent
units not for rent or sale.

Vacant trallers, tents, houseboats, and
railroad cars are excluded from the dwelling
unit inventory in both 1950 and 1940.

Condition and plumbing facilitles.--Data on
condition of a dwelling unit are shown in com=
bination with data for selected plumbing facil=
ities and are, therefore, limited to units for °
which oondition and all the plumbing items are
reported, Plumbing facilities include water supe
ply, toilet facilitles, and bathing facilities.

A dwelling unit i1is reported with private
toilet and bath if it has both a flush tollet
and a bathtub or shower inside the structure for
the exclusive use of the occupants of the unit,
Running water and cold water refer %o plped
running water inside the structure. The "no
running water" category refers to piped running
water. outside the structure and to other sources,
such as a hand pump.

For the item on condition, dwelling units
are oclassified as "not dilapidated" or "di-
lapidated," A dwelling unit is dilapidated when
it has serious deficiencies, 1s run-down or
neglected, or is of inadequate original con~
gtruction, so that the dwelling unit does not
provide adeguate shelter or protection agalnst
the elements or it endangers the safety of the
occupants, Dilepidated dwelling units are 80
classified either because of deterioration, as
evidenced by the presence of one or more orite
ical deficiencies or a combination of minor
deficiencies, or because of inadequate original
construction, such that they should be torn
down, extensively repalred, or rebuilt.

In the 1940 Census, data on condition were
collected showing dwelling unlts ‘"needing majof
repairs." Dwelling units were classified as
needing major repairs when such parts or hhe
structure as floors, roof, plaster, walls, or
foundation required repairs or rapléoements, the
continued neglect of which would have seriocusly

impaired the soundness of the structure and
created a hazard to its safety as a place of
residence.

Because the definitions of the two terms

differ significantly, the 1940 count of dwelling
units needing major repeirs and the 1950 count
of dilapidated dwelling units are not comparable.

Contract monthly rent.~~Contract monthly
rent is the rent contracted for by renters of
nonfarm ‘dwelling units at the time of enumer-
ation. The rent 1is the amount contracted for
regardless of whether it includes furniture,
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neating fuel, electricity, ocooking fuel, water,
or other services sometimes supplied. Dwelling
units which are occupied rent free are not in-
cluded with the units reporting rent.

A similar definition was used in %She 1940
Census except that an estimated wonthly rent was
reported and tabulated for the nonfarm units
which were occupieé rent free.

Monthly rent for vacant dwelling units is
the amount asked for +the dwelling unit at the
time of enumeration, and is presented in 1950
for the nonseasonal not dilapldated vacant upitg

for rent. The 1940 rent data for vacant dwellwe
ing units, however, epplied to all vacant units
classified as for sale or rent. Because the

Value.-~Vaiue data are shown for nonfarm
owner~occupied dwelling units and vacant nonsea~-
gonal not dilapidated units which are for sale
only, Value is shown only if the unit is in a
one-dwelling~unit structure without business and
if it i8 the only dwelling unit included in the
property. The value represents the amount for
which the owner estimates that the property, in-
cluding such land as helongs whth it, would sell
under ordinary conditions and notat forced sale.
For vacant units, it is the sale price asxed by
the owner.

Units for which value data wers published
from the 1940 Census included owner-cccupied
dwelling units in multi-dwelling~unit structures
"as well as in one-dwelling-unit structures. If
the ‘owner-occupied unit was in & structure conw-
taining more than one dwelling unit, or if a
part of the satructure was used for business
purpoges, the value reported in 1940 represented
only that portion occupied by +the owner and his

household. No value data were oollected for
vacant units in 1940. Because the 1950 value
deta in this report are combined for owner-

occupied and selected vacant dwelling units,
they are not comparable with the 1940 results.

Median.~-The median is the figure which
divides the number of dwelling units reporting

on a characteristic into two equal groups--one
group containing units for which the figures for
the characteristic are smaller than the median,
and the other containing units for which the
figures for the characterictic are larger than
the median. For example, the median ocontract
monthly rent is the rent which divides the units
into <two equal groups, one having rents lower
than the median and the other having rents
bhigher than the median.

SOURCE ARD RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of data.,~-The 1950 estimates pro-
senteé¢ In this report are based on ao.sample of
spproximately 2,800 dwelling units selected from
those enumerated in the 1950 Census of Housing.
Trhese dwelling units are located in about 740
census enumeration districts aystematioally se-
lected from all enumeration districts throughout
the State. Although the figures are based on
date transcrived from the 1950 Census, there may
be differsnces between the dsta in the present
report and the data to be published in the final
1950 Census reports, apart from differences
caused by +the sampling variability.  The main
reason for such differences 15 that the prelime
inary estimates do not 1nelude &all of +the
refinements that result from the careful examinaw
tion of +the schedules and tables to which the
census data will be subject prior to the publi-
cation of the final report.

The 1940 figures in this report are the
results of the complete snumeration in the 1940
Census of Housing. These and more detailed
figures on the game subjects may be found in the
1940 Censaus Reportes on Housing.

Fach of the 1950 flgures 1s ipdependently
rounded to the nearest thousand; theretfore the
detailed Tfigures do not necessarily add to the
totals. Percentages for 1950 are bassed on the
rounded absolute figures.

Reliebllity of 1950 estimetes.--Because the
1650 estimates are based on sample data, they
are subject tc sampling variability, Although
the smaller figures are subject to large rela-
tive sampling variability, they are shown in the
tables to permi% the analysis of various combi-
nations which would have smaller relative sem-
pling variability.

The following table presents <the approxi-
mate sampling wvarlability of estimates of se-
lected sizes. The chances are about 19 out of
20 that the dilfference due +to sampling varie-
bility between an estimate end the figure whioh
will be available later from the complete tabue-
lations of the 1950 Censug 1s less than the sam-
pling veriability indicated below:

Dwelling unit.--In general, a dwelling unit
is a group of rooms or a gingle room, ocoupied
or intended for occupancy as separate 1living
quarters, by a family or other group of persons
living together or by a person living alone.

A group of rooms, ocoupied or intended for
occupancy as geparate living quarters, 1is a
dwelling unit 1if it has separate cooking equip-
ment .or a geparate entrance. A single Toom,
ocoupied or intended for occupancy , as separate
living quarterg,
separate cooking equipment, or if it constitutes
the only living quarters in the structure. Also,
each apartment in a regular apartment houss is a
dwelling unit even though it may not have sep-
arate cooking equipment.

The number of dwelling units, as shown in
this report, may be regarded as comparable with
the number of dwelling units shown 4in the re-
ports of the 1940 Census, The instructions used
for identifying a dwelling unit 4in the 19850
Census were more explicit than those used in the
1940 Census. As & result, some living guarters
may have been classified as separate dwelling
units in the one cengus and not in the other.
However, the net effect of the change in the in-
structlons is probably small.

However, if the vacant unit is
unfit for use and beyond repair so that it 1s no
longer considered as living quarters, 1t is not
included as a dwelling unit, New units not yet
occupied are enumerated as vacant dwelling unlts
if construction has proceeded to the extent that
all the exterior windows and doors are installed
and final useble floors are in place.

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of data.--The 1950 estimates pre-
sented in this report are based on a sample of
approximately 2,000 dwelling units selected from
thoge enumerated in the 1950 Census of llousing.
Although the flgures are based on data tran-
soribed from the 1950 Census, there may be dlf~-
ferences between the data in the present report
and the data to be published in the final 1980
Census reports, apart from dlfferences cauged by
the sampling variability. The main reason for
such dlfferences is that the preliminary esti-
mates do not irnclude all of the refinements that
result from the careful examination of the sched-
ules and tables to which the census data will be
subject prior +to the publication of the final
réeport.,

The figures for 1940 are the result of the
corplete enumeration 4in +the 1940 Census of
Housing..

There are fewer persons per room in
spite of a "substential increase in the pop~
ulation, rents are higher, the number of
dwelling units in structures with conocrete ex-
terior walls more than doubled, and fewer
homes lack plumbing facilities than 10 years
ago, according ‘to preliminary sample data
from the 1950 Census of Housing. Figures on
these and other housing oharacteristics in
Puerto Rico were released today by Roy V.
Peel, Director, Bureau of the Census, Depart-
ment of Commerce.

The number of dwelling units in 1950 was
approximately 456,000, an inorease of 94,000
since 1940. Additiong resulted, for the most
part, from new construction.

The rate of increase in home ownership
wag greater between 1940 and 1950 +than that

percent. Owner-occupled dwelling units were
further classified according to +the btenure
of ‘the land. The number of owner-occcupled
dwelling units on rented or rent~free land
totaled 151,000, or 53 percent of all owner-
occupied units., In urban areas, B9 percent
of the owner-ocoupied homes were in this ocat-
egory, whereas in rural areas, B0 percent
fell into this class.

Compared with 1940, +the average house-
hold consisted of fewer persons, whereas the
average number of rooms per dwelling unit in-
creaged. The median number of persong in a
household was 4.6, 8 slight deocline from the
4.8 in 1940, The medien mamber of rooms in-
creaged from 2,5 in 1940 to 3.2 in 1550.

Dwelling units with wooden exterior walls
continued to predominate, constituting mors than
three-quarters of all dwelling units in 1950,
On the other hand, dwelling units wlth concrete
exterior walls congtituted about 13 percent of
all dwelling units in 1950, as compared with
only 6 percent in 1940.

Approximately 18 percent of all dwelling
units were equipped with privete bath and flush
tollet. '

The median value of nonfarm owner-occcupled
homes for whioh the lot wes also owned was $588,
whereas that for units standing on land rented
or rent free was $289, For nonfarm rental homes,
the median monthly rent was $9.

Occupancy and tenure.-~The total number of
dwelling units in Puerto Rico in April 1950 was
approxinately 456,000, an inoresse of 94,000, or
about =26 percent, over the 361,888 dwelling
units in 1940, Urban dwelling units constituted
195,000, or sbout 43 percent of the totel; the
remalning 261,000 were located in rural areas.

Approximately 440,000 dwelling unlts were
occupled, of whlch 283,000 wers owner-oocupled
and 156,000 were rentsr-occupied. Of the owner-
ocoupled dwelling units, 151,000, or 53 percent,
were owner-occupied homes on rented or rent-free
land. The proportion of occupled dwelling units
that were owner-ocoupled incressed siightly from
62 percent in 1840 to 64 percent in 1950
was a corresponding decrease in the proportion
of renter-occupied dwelllng units from 88 per-
cent in 1940 to 88 percent'in 1980,

Vacanocles,--The preliminary date indicate a
gross vacaney rate of about 4 percent, or a
total of 17,000 vacant and nonresident units.
An enelysls of thelr characteristics, however,
Indicates that the available vacancy rats among
the nonfarm wunits wes relatively very small,
less than 1 percent of the total dwelling units.
An avallable vacant unit is one whioh is not di-
lapidated and ls offered for sale or for rant.
"Other vecent and nonresident dwelling units®
are primarily vecant farm units and nonfarm
units either held off the rental or sale market
or dilapidated.

Reooms and persons.-~Compared with 1940,
there was a decrease in the smaller units but =
decided inerease in the larger units, The 1-
and 2-room unlts constituted 80 percent of all
dwelling wiits in 1950 and 49 percent in 1940;
units with 4 rooms or more constituted 40 .per~
cent In 1950 and 28 percent in 1940. New con-

struction of larger dwelling units had a signif-
locant effect on the median number of rooms; the
Increase was from 2.5 rooms in 1940 +o 3.2 in
1950, In 1950, the median number of rooms for
urban units was 3.8, whereas that for Turasl
areas was 3.0, The corresponding medians in
1940 were 3.1 and 2.4, regpectively,

Between 1940 and 1950, there was a decrease
in the proportion of dwelling units that con~
tained more than 1 person per room, 72 psrcent
in 1940 and 81 percent in 1950, However, there
wes a slight increase in +the number of unltas
with more than 1 person per room; in 1940 thera
were 253,000 wunits and in 1950 there wers
266,000 units. o

Hougeh~lds were smaller in 1950. The median
number of persons was 4.6 in 1950, as oompared
with 4.8 in 1940, Approximately one-fifteenth
of the dwelling unlts in 1850 contained only 1
person, about one-tenth contained § persons or
more, and about two~fifths of the units cone
tained only 8 to 5 persons. The median number
of persons in urben units was 4.8, whereas that
for rural unite was 5.0,

There was a faster growth of househalds
then of population during the lest 10 years, pri-
marily because of the large number of merrieges
during the decade, The number of households ine
oreased 24 percent, whereas the population in
households inoreazed by 19 percent,

Bven though there was a large inoreass in
‘the number of households, there has bean prad-
tically no change propoxtionately in the sharing
of homes sinoe 1940. Married asouples who did
not have their own households but.were sharing
the homes of others amounted to £7,000, or about
8 percent of the total married and consensually
marrlied oouples in 1950, about the same propors
tion as in 1940,

Type of structure.-~About 82 percent of al)
dwelling unite in Puerto Rico were in l-dwellin
unit structures. The proportlon was about &
percent for urban dwelling unlits and 95 percen
for rural units. Only 5 percent of the tota
dwelling units were in multi-unit structure
contalning 5 or more dwellings; practically al
of these were in urben areas,

Exterior material.~-Although the numsries
inocrease 1n dwelllng units with wooden exteric
walls was approximately equal to that of dwel)
ing units with concrete walls, the parcentage ¢
conerete dwellings more than doubled during %)
decade, In 1950, about 57,000, or 13 percen
were of conorete, compared with 22,774, or

Condition and plumbing faclilities.--Approx-
imately 15 percent of all dwelling units were
~qulpped with private bath and private flush
tollet in the structure, had running water, and
were not dilapidated, The proportion of such

~units was mueh higher gmong urban than among ru-
‘ral dwelling units-~about 80 percent of all ur-

ban and only 4 percent of all rural units. The
proportion of units whioh had +the speclfied
plumbing facilities and were not dilapidated waa
considerably higher for renter-occupied dwelllng
units than for all dwelling units.

Only about one out of thres dwelling units
had running water inside the  s&tructure, The
proportion with inside running water varied from
58 percent in urban units to 15 percent in rural
units.,

Value.~-Value of nonfarm dwelling units was
obtained only for 1-dwelling-unit structures
without business. 0f all owner~occupisd dwell-
ing units or vacant units for sale only, approx-
imately 190,000 were l-dwelling-unit structures.
Owner-ocoupled dwelling units were further olas-
sified asccording to the tenure of the land on
which ‘they were built. Of the 187,000 owner-
oooupied homes reporting value, 82,000 or 48
percent, were units where both the dwelling and
the land were owned; the remaining 105,000 were
owned d4welling units on land rented or rent
frea,

The median value of nonfarm dwelling units
where both the dwelling and land were owned,
fncluding vacent units for sale only, was $588,
whereas that for dwelling owned, land rented or
rent free, was $289; the correaponding median
values for urban units were $2,500 and $574,

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS

The figures shown in the tables of this
report are based on a semple of ‘dwelling units
transéribed from the 1950 Census of Housing.
Deta from the 1940 Census are also shown if the
items are comparable and if the 1940 data for

T&#d) 4 ’
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nitiona and procedures used in the 1960 and 1940
Censuses are explained below for each of the
items.

Changes from the 1940 congepts wers made,
after consultation with users of census data, in
order to improve the statistics, even though it
recognized that ocomparability would be ad-

vergely affected., When it has been. feasible

to do so, measurses of the lmpact of the change
on the statistiecs have bheen, or are being,
developed.

Urban end rural areas.~~Urban areas con-
prise all incorporated and uninocorporated places
of 2,500 inhabitents or more. The remaining
areas are classified as rural.

Farm and nonfarm regidencs.--In rural areas,
dwelling units are subdivided into rural-farm

units, whleh comprise all dwelling unlts on
traots of land of more than three acres, and ru-
rel-nonferm units which comprise the remaining
rural units. Nonfarm units represent the combi=
nation of urban snd rural-nonfarm dwelling units.
Dwelling units on institutional grounds are
olassified ag nonfarm.

In the 1940 Census, a dwelling unlt 'wi
fined ‘as 1living quarters occupied or in
for occupanocy by one household. A hou
conslsted of a family or other group of
living together with common housekeepl
rangements or a person living entirely alo
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The number of dwelling units, as shown in
this report, may be regarded as comparable with
the number of dwelling units shown in the re-
ports of the 1940 Census. The instructiona used
for identifying a dwelling unit in the 1950 Cen-
gus were more explloit than those used in the
1940 Gensug, Ag a result, some living quarters
may have been olassified as separate dwellling
unite in the one ocensus and not in the other.
However, the net effect of the change in the in-
struetiong is probably small.

Data on occupied dwelling units
holds.--A household consists of those persons
who live in a dwelling unit, including not only
Tamily members, but also lodgers, servants, and
other unrelated persons who live there, By
definition, the number of ococupled dwelling
units is the same as the number of households,
Some differences between <these two numbera may
appear in the population and housing reports,
however, beocause the data for the reports were
procegsged independently.

Population in dwelling unita,--The popula-
tion count shown in table 2 represents the popu-
lation in living guarters whilich are defined ag
dwelling units. It exoludes practlcally all of
the population iIn suoh struotures as rooming
houses, institutions, dormitorles, and transient
hotels, The population in dwelling units is
used in computing population per ocoupled dwell~
ing unit; in the 1940 Census Reports on lousing,
the total population was used inthe computation,

Vacant dwelling unit.~~A dwelling unit is
considered vacant 1f no persons are living in it
at the time of enumeration. Vacant units ave
enumerated 1Lf they are lntended for occupancy as
living querters regardless of theilr condition,
New units mnot yet occupled are coumerated as
vacant dwelling units 1if oconstruction has pro-
cpeded to the extent that all the exterior win-

dows and doors are installed and final usable

floors are in place.

The clagsification "for rent™ consists of
vacant units offered for rent. The “for gale
only"™ group is limited +to those for sale only
and not for rent. Vacant units which are not
for rent or sale include units already rented or
sold but not yet ocoupled, newly constructed
units awalting final ocompletion and which have
already been rented or sold, and units held off
the market for other reasons.

The enumeration of vecant units in the 1950
Census of Housing is not entirely comparable
with the procedure used in the 1940 Census. In

1940, vacant units were enumerated if they were
Suory

habitable; vacant units which were uninhsbitable
and beyond repair were omitted from the enumera-
tion, Vacant units for sale and vacant units
for rent were enumerated as one combined cate-
gory. The "for sale or rent" vacancies inciuded
all habltable vacant units which were available
for ocoupancy even though not actually being
offered for rent or sale at the time of s~
meration, that is, all dwelling units which were
vacant except those held for occupancy of an
absent household.

In both censuses, dwelling unita ocoupled
entirely by nonresldents are included with va~
cant units not for rent or sale.

Vacant tents, houseboats, and railroad cars
are excluded from the dwelling unit inventory in
both 1850 and 1340,

Tyne of structure,--The definition of type
of atructure used in the 1950 Census of Housing
ig only slightly different from that used in the
1940 Census. A direot comparison, therefore,
can be made between the 1950 and the 1940 data.

Condition and plumbing facilltleg.~-Data on
condition of a dwelling unit are shown in oom~
bination with data for selected plumbling facili-
ties and are, therefore, limited to units for
whioh ocondition and all the plumbing items are
reported. Plumbing faclilities include water
supply, tollet faoilities, and bathing facilities.

A dwelling unit 1s reported with private
tollet and bath if it has both & flush tollet
and a bathtub or a shower inslde the structure
for the exclusive use of the oocupants of the
unit., Running water refers to piped running
water inslde the sastructure. The '"no running
water" category refers to piped running waber
outslde the structure and to other sources, such
as 8 hand pump.

For the item on condition, dwelling units
are classified as 'mot dilapideted" or "dilapi~-
dated.” A dwelling unit is dilapldated when it
has serious deficlenclies, 18 run~down or neg-
lected, or is of inadequate original construc-
tion, so that the dwelling unit doesnoi provide
adequate shelter or protection against the ele-
ments or it endangers the safety of the occou-
pants., Slum dwellings if located on swampy land
are automatically classified as dilapldated re-
gardless of condition or age., Dilapidated dwell-
ing units are so classified elther because of
deterioration, as evidenced by the presence of
one or more critical deficiencies or a combvina-
tion of minor deficiencies, or because of inad-

aquate original construction, such that they
ghould be torn down, extensively repaired, ox
rebullt.
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Reliability of 1950 estimates.-=-Because the
1950 estimates &re based on sample data, ‘they
are subjeot o sempling veriability. Althourh
the smaller flgures are subject +Ho large rel-
ative gampling variahility, they are shown in
the tables +to permit the analysis of wvariows
combinations of the fipures +that would. have
smaller relative sempling veriability. The fol-
lowlng teble presents the approximate gsempling
variability of estimates of selected sizes. The
chances are about 19 out of 20 that the differ-
ence due to sampling veriability between an es-
timate and the figure which will be aveilable
latex from +the complete tabulations of the 1950
Census is less then the sampling variability in-
dicated below:

the size of the total on which 1t is based. The

The tables in the report also show the per~
cent change from 1940 bo 1950 for many of the
characteristics of dwelling units for which data
are presented. The 1940 filgures are used as the
bage in computing the percent change. Sirnce the

1940 data are not based on a sample, the sole

cause of the sampling varisbility in these per-
centages 1s the variabllity in the 1950 esti-
mates. The sempling varlablility of any percent
change, therefore, is the genpling error of the

egtimated number of dwelling units possessing

that particular characteristic in 1950, divided

by the 1940 figure for +that characteristie.

In addition to sampling varietion and llm-
itations of the types mentioned above, the. esti~
mates are subject bo bilases fue to errors of Tre-
sponse and o nonreporting. The possible effect
of such biases is not included in the measures
of relisbility; data obtbained from a complete
count of all dwelling unite are also subject to
these blases.

Figures on “these and
other housing characteristics in the TUnited
States were released <today by Roy V. Peel,
Directer, Bureau of the Census, Department of
Commerce.

The number of dwelling units
was approximately 45,875,000, The 8% millien
addition since 1940 resulted from new con-
struotion and from oconversions which in~

existing structures..

A relatively small proportion of dwell=
ing units were vacant and avallable for ocou~
pancy. Exoluding seasonal and dilapidated
vacancles, only 735,000, or 1.6 percent of
all dwelling units, were wvacant dwelling
units offered for remnt or sale.

Home owners exceeded renters for the
first time since such Information wes col-
lected in the 1890 (ensus, Home ownership in-
cressed 54 percent, or 8,187,000 units, since
1940 as a result of new construction and the
sale of existing rental homes for owner oocot
pancy. The shift from renter +to owner ocou=~
pancy was so greet that, even with the volume
of rental units constructed since 1940, there
was a net decrease in the number of renters.

Occupancy,-~The total number of dwelling
units in the United States in April 1950 was ap«
proximately 45,875,000, an inorease of 8,550,000,
or about 23 percent, over the 37,385,000 dwell-~
ing units in 1940, Although this galn represents
an all-time record growth numerioally, it does
not represent +the greatest relative growth be-
tween successgive censuses, Most of the increase
was the result of new construction; however, a
substantial number of dwelling units Tesulted
from conversion of single-dwellling unit struec-
tures into two or more units and some csonversion
of nonresidential stiructures to residentisl use,

' Urban. and rural-nonfarm dwelling units
amounted to 39,390,000, a little less than seven-
eighths of the total; the remaining - 6,485,000
were dwelling wunits on rural farms.

units ocoupled by their owners was 8,187,000, ox
54 peroent; 1t represents the largest numerioal
and proportionate increase in home ownership
during any decade since information on tenure
was first colleoted by the Bureau of the Census
in 1890, , '

The large number of units in rental proj-
ects whioh . were constructed during the latter
part of the decade and the ocmmversions whioh
produced more rental units durling the war years
414 not offset the larger number of unita whioh
shifted from renter to owner ocoupancy. The
1950 results show a net deorease since 1940 of

approximately one-half million renter-occupled
unlits,

Vacancies.--The preliminary data lndleate a
groass vacancy rate of 7.l perceant or a total
oount of 3,263,000 vacant units, Although this
number is larger than the 1940 count of vacan-—
cies, an analysis of the type and location of
the units indicates that the avallable vadanoy
rate was relatively very small, 1,8 peroent of
the total dwelling units. Seasonal vaocancles
congtituted 2.7 percent of all .dwelling unltsj
the remaining 2.9 peroent were either held off
the rentel or sale market or were dilapldated.

Owner-occupled unite in ledwelling unit de-
tached structures increased 6,294,000, or 50
percent, since 1940. Such owner units represent
about 73 percent of all occupied l-dwelling unit
detached structures, whereas in 1940 they repe
resented 57 percent. During the same period the
renters in such structures showed a substantial
decrease, indicating that a large part of the
shift from renter to owner ocoupancy occurred in
this type of structure.

Rooms and persons.--Compared with 1940,
there were relatively fewer of the smallest
units a8 well as relatively fewer of the largest
units, The 1= and 2-room units oconstituted 10
percent of the occupled dwelling units in 1950
and 12 percent 1in 1940; unlts with 7 or more
roons constituted 15 percent in 1950 and 12 perw
cont lo 1940. However, the median number of
rooms in oocoupled units remalmned about the same,

On ths average, farm units were larger than
the nonfarm units,. The median number of rooms
was 5,2 for oceupled farm units and L.6 for none

Hougeholds were smaller than in 1940, The
median number of persons was 3.1 compared with
3.3 persons in 1940. Approximately onew-tenth of
the dwelling units in 1950 contained only 1 per-
son and about the same proportion contained 6 or
more persons; half of the units ocontained only
2 or 3 persons. On the average, the largest
households were the nonwhite households living
on farms, whioh had a median of L.4 persons. A
household consists of those persons who live in
the dwelling unit, including not orly family
Dembers, but also lodgers, servants, and othex
unrelated persons who live there.

Condition and plumbing facilities,==Approxw
imately two-thirds of the total dwelling unmits
were equipped with private bath and private flush
toilet in the structure, had hot running water,
and were not dilapidated. The proportion of
such units was highesat for urban dwelling units
and loweat for  rural-farm units--approximately
four=fifths for urban, less than one=half for
rural nonfarm, and only one~fifth for rural=farm
dwelling units. The proportion of units which
had the specified plumbing facilities and were
not dilapidated was oconslderably lower for
renter~occupied dwelling units than for owner=
oceupied units,

Water supply, toilet and bathing facilie
ties.==Approximately 7 out of 10 dwelling units
hed both hot and cold running water; an addi-
tional 1 out of 10 had only o¢o0ld running water,
making a total of about 8 out of 10 which had
running water inside the structure, The propor=
tion with inside running water varied from only
4 out of 10 among rural farm unlts to almost all
of the urban units.

In 1950, many more units had toilet end
bathing rfacilitles than in 1940. Besldes having
been installed in some existing wunits, such
facilities were Included in most of the new
dwelling units built during the decade and in
some of the units which resulted from conversion.
Compared with 1940, over 10 million more dwell~-
ing units now have flush toilets inside the
structure for the exclusive use of the occupants,
Also, compared with 1940, 104 million more dwelle
ing units now have installed bathtubs or showers
inside the structure for execlusive use.

Rent.-~The 1950 rent levels are consider-
ably higher +than the 1940 levels, The median
- monthly contract rent pald by renters of nonfamm
dwelling units was $35 compared with the $21 me-
dian 1in 1940. Only 4 percent of the renters
were paylng 1less than $10 in 1950, whereas 17
percent wers paying less than $10 in 1940, Ab
the upper end of the rent scale, 25 percent of
the renters in 1950 were paying $50 or more com~
pared with 7 percent in 1940,

Gross rent likewise was higher in 1950, the
$42 median representing a significant increass
over the $27 medlan in 1940. The gross rent in-
cludes the average monthly cost of water, elec-
trieity, gas, and other fuel pald by the renter
and excludes the estimated portion of the rent
sharged for the use of the furniture,

For units occupied by nonwhlte renters, the
median contract rent was $25, whioch is 2% times
the $10 median in 1940, Y¥or gross rent, the
1950 medlen for nonwhite Tenters was #27, ap=~
proximately twlce the 1940 median of $l4.

The numbser reporting rent excludes
occupied rent free as well as units
rental amount was not reported.

The rent increases from 1940 to 195C do not
necessarily indicate changes in rents for iden~
tical units. In addition to new units coming on
the rental market through construction and ocon-
version, there was a considerable withdrawal of
exlsting rental units through purechase for owner
oceupancy; therefore, +the 1950 data apply to a
largely different group of rental units.

Value and mortgage statug.--The median price
which owner occupants of nonfarm units estimated
thelr properties would sell for was $7,400,
About three~tenths of the units were estimated
to sell fer $10,000 or more, and about three-
tenths were estimated at less than $5,000, For
vecant nonfarm dwelling units available for sale,
the median was $8,800, which is somewhat higher
then the median for the owner-ocoupiled units.

Value data in this report are limited to
nonfarm units in one-dwelling unit structures
without buginess and with no other dwelling
units on the property., Values for the other
ownsr-accupled units are not published because
they would-reflect varying asmounts for farm land,
business uses, or for more.than one dwelling unit
in the property.

The proportion of owner-occupied mnonfarm
propertles which were mortgaged was 44 percent,
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about the same proportion as in 1940, These sta-
tisties relate to monfarm owner-oocupled struc-
tures having no business and containing Ifrom 1
to 4 dwelling units in the structure.

Mortgage statistics in this report will d4if-
fer from the data collected in the Survey of Res-
idential Financing which is part of the 1950
Census of Housing. This difference 1s due to
the difficulty of securing detailed information
from the census regpondent who may not have reoc-
ognized certain types of financing as mortgages.
In the BSurvey of Resldential Financing, morse
complste Information was obtalned by interviewing
the lender as well as the owner of the residen-
tial property. Some caution, therefore, should
be exerciszed In ths use of the limited data pro-
wvided in this report.

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS

The tables in the report
of the 1950 Census of Housing based on a pre—
liminary sample of dwelling units. Data from
the 1940 Census are also shown Iif the items are
comparable and if the 1940 data for such items
were tabulated, Differences in definitiong and
procedures used in the 1950 and 1940 Censuses
are explained below for each of the items,

Comparigon of 1950 Census data and Current
© Population Surveys.--Data on a number of housing
ltems were collected in sample surveys at various
times between 1940 and 1950 in conjunction with
the Censug Bureau's Current Population Surveys.
Because of sampling variability, differences in
enumeration procedures, and differences Iin the
training and experience of enumsrators, compari-
son of the results of the varioug surveys should
be made with caution,

Urban snd rural areag.--In response to re-
quests from many of the users of census data for
a more realistio c¢lassification of dwelling units
by urban and rural residence, ‘the Census Bureau
adopted a new definition for use Iin the 1950
Census, According to the new definition, urban
areas comprise (a) places of 2,500 Ainhabitants
or more incorporated as cities, boroughs, and
villages; (b) the densely settled suburban arem,
or urban fringe, incorporated or unincorporated,
around ocities of 50,000 or more; (¢) unincor-—
porated places of 2,500 inhabitants or more out-
side of any urban fringe; and (d) incorporated
towns of 2,500 inhabltants or more except in New
Ingland, New York, and Wisconsin, where “towas®
are simply minor oivil divisions of countiese
The remaining areas are classified as rural,

According to the o0ld definition, urban
areas comprised all places of 2,500 inhabltants

or more which are incorporated places and areas
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{usually minor eivil divisions) classified as
urban under special rules relating to population
size and density, ' ‘

Farm and nonfarm residence.-~Inrural areas,
dwelling units are subdivided into rural-farm
units, which comprise all dwelling units on
farms, and rural-nonfarm units which ocomprise
the remaining rurel units. However, the method
of determining farm and nonfarm residence in the
1950 Census differs somewhat from thet used in
earlier censuges. In the 1950 Census, dwelling
units on farms for which cash rent was paid for
the house and yurd only were classifled as non=
farm. Furthermore, dwelling units on institus
tional grounds and in summer camps, motels,and
tourist camps were classified as nonfar,

Dwelling unit.-=In general, a dwelling unit
i1s a group of rooms or a single room, occupled
or intended <for occupancy as separate living
quarters, by a family or other group of persons
living together or by a person living alone..

A group of rooms, ocoupied or intended for
Occupancy as separate living quarters, is a
dwelling unit if it has separate cooking squip-
A slngle room,
occupled or intended for occupancy ag separate
living quarters, is a dwelling unit if 1t has
geparate cooking equipment, or if it constitutes
the only living quarters in the structure. Also,
each apartment in a regular apartment house ig &
dwelling unit even though it may not have sepw
arate cooking equipment., Excluded from the
dwelling unit count are rooming house quarters
which do not meet +the above qualifications, and
living quarters 4in such structures as insti-
tutions, dormitories, and transient hotels and
tourist courts, - '

In the 1940 Census, a dwelling unlt was dew
fined as the living quarters occupled or intended
for ocoupancy by one household. A household
consisted of a family or other group of persons
living together with common housekeeping arranges-
ments, or by a person living entirely alone,

The number of dwelling units, as shown In
this report, may be regarded as comparable with
the number of dwelling units shown in the reports
of the 1940 Census, The instructions used for
ldentifying a dwelling unit in the 1950 Census
were more explicit +than those used in the 1940
Census. As a result, some living quarters may
have been classified as separate dwelling units
in the one census and not in the other. However,
the net effect of the change in the instructions
is probably smalls,

Data on occupled dwelling units and house=
holds.-~By definition, the number of ocoupied

dwelling units 1s the same as the number of
households. Small dlfferences between these two
numbers may appear in the population ang housing
reports, however, because the data for the ree
ports were processed independently,

Population in dwelllng units,.-The popules-
tion count shown in table 1 represents +the pop=’
ulation in living quarters whieh are defined as
dwelling units. It excludes practically all of
the population in such structureg ag rooming
houses, lnstitutions, dormitories, end transient
hotels and tourist oourts, The population in
dwelling unite is used Iin computing population
per occupied dwelling unit; 1o the 1940 Census
Reports on . Housing, the total population was
uged in the computation,

Veocant dwelling unit,--A dwelling unit is
congidered vacant if no persons are living in it
et the time of enumeration. Vacant units are
enumerated Lf they are intended for occupancy as
living quertera regardless of thelr condition,
New unlts not yet ooccupied are enumerated as
vacent dwelling units 1if construction has pro-
ceeded to the extent that all the exterior win-
dows and doors are 1installed and final usable
floors are in place,

The classiflication "for rent" consists of
vacant units offered for rent, The "for sale
only" group 1s limited +o those for sale only
and not for rent,. Vacant units "not for rent
or sale" include units alreedy rented or sold
but not yet occupled, newly constructed units
awalting final completion and which have already
been rented or sold, and units held off the
market for other reasons,

The enumeration of vacant units in ths 1950
Census of Housing 18 not entirely comparable
with the procedure used in the 1940 Census. In
1940, vacant units were enumerated if they were
hebitable; vacant units which were uniphabitable
and beyond repair were omitted from the enumer-
ation, Vacant units for sale and vacant units for
rent were enumerated as one combined category.
The "for sale or rent" vacancles inolu&ed all
habitable vacant units whioh wers avallable for
occupancy even though not actually being offered
for rent or sale a%t the time of enumerationm,
that is, all dwelling units which were vacans
except those held for ocoupancy of an abgent
household.

Both oensuses exolude vacant trailers,
tents, houseboats, and rallroad carse ,

Characteristics of vaoant dwelling units
shown for 1950 are limited to nonseasonal nob
dllapidated vacant units for rent, and nonsea=
sonal not dilapidated vacent units for sale only.
Characteristics of vasant dwelling units were
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ghown in the 1940 publiocations for all vacent
units classified as for sale or rent,and all
vacant units not for sale or remt
for ocoupancy of an absent household).

Nonresident dwelling unit.—fk nonresident
Gwelling unit is one which is occoupied entirely
by persons who usually live elsewhere, Unless
gshown as a separate category, nonresident dwell-
ing units are tabulated with vacant "not for
rent or sale" dwelling units, A gimilar pro-
¢edure was uged in the 1940 Census publicatlons,

Type of structure,~-4 separate structure has
npen space on all four sides or has vertical
walls dividing it from all other structures. A
"l-dwelling unit detached" structure has open
space on all four sides and contains only one
dwelling unit,

The definltions of type of structure used
in the 1950 Census of Housing are slightly dif-
ferent from those used in the 1940 Census. How-
ever, except for trailers, a direct comparison
can be made between the 1950 and the 1940 data
as they are presented in this report. The cate-
gory vl-dwelling unit detached without business"
of 1950 is comparable to the "l-family detached®
of 1940, Units in the "Other 1- to 4-dwelling
unit" group of 1950 are comparable to the dwell-
ing units in the combined 1940 count of "l-family
attached,” "2-family slde-by-side," "2-family
other," "8~family," "4-~famlly," and "1- to 4~
The classification of
units 1n the larger structures, those with
5 or more dwelling units, 1s the same for both
censuses.

Condition and plumbing facilities.--Data
on conditionof a @welling unit are shown in com-
blnation with data for selected plumbing facil-
iltles and are, therefore, limited to units for
which condition and all the plumbing items are
reported., Plumbing facilities inelude water sup-
ply, tollet facllities, and bathing facilities,

A dwelling unit is reported with private
tollet and bath if it has both & flush tollet
and a bathtud or shower inside the structure for
the exolusive use of the ococupanis of the unit.
Runnihg water and ocold water refer to piped
running water inside the structure. The "no
running water® category refers to piped rumning
water outside the stiucture and to other sources,
such as a hand pump,.

For the item on-condition, dwelling units
are classified as "not dilapidated® or "dilapi-
dated.™ A dwelling unit is dilapidated when it
has serious defiolencies, 1s rundown or neg-
lected, or is of inadequate original construc-

~ tlon, so that the dwelling unit does not provide
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adequate ghelter or protectlon agelnst the
elements or it endangers +the safety of the
occupantg, Dilapidabted dwelling units are so

classified elther Dbecause of deterioration, as
evidenced by the presence of one or more crit-
loal deficlencies or a ocombination .of minor
deficiencies, or because of inadequate original
congtruction, such +that they should be torn
down, extensively repaired, or rebullt,

In the 1940 Census, data on conditiom were .
¢ollected showing dwelling units "needing major
repalrs.” Dwelling units were classifled as
needing major repairs when such parts of the
structure ag rfloors, roof, plaster, walls, or
foundation required repairs or replacements, the
continued neglect of which would have seriously

impaireq the soundness of the structure and
created a hagzard te its safety ag a place of
residencs,

Becanse the definitliong of the two terms

differ significantly, the 1940 count of dwelling
units needing major repairs and the 1950 count
of dilapidated dwelling units arenot comparable.

Exclusive use and ghared.-~Equipment 1ls for
exolusive use when the occupants of only one
dwelling unit use it. If there are lodgers in
the dwelling unit who also use +the equlipment,
and no persons outside the dwelling unit usge 1it,
the equipment is still for the exclusive use of
the occupants of the dwelling unit, The equlp-
ment is shared when it iz used by cccupants of
more than one dwellling unit. The same deflnl-
tions were used in 1940,

Water supply.--Water piped from e pressure
or gravity sysbtem is “*piped running wabter."
Water from a hand pump is not considered piped
running water. )

A dwelling unit has hot piped running water
whether it 1s avallable all year round or only
rart of the time., For example, hot running wabter
may be available only during the heating season
or at various bimes during the week,

A direct comparison cannot be made with the
1940 Census results on water supply. The 1950
data dlstinguish whether the piped running water
supply for a dwelling unit is inside or outside
the structure; it may or may not be located
inside the dwelling unit itself. In 1940, dle-
tinotion was wmade between water supply inside
and outside the dwelling unit,

Contract monthly rent.--Contract monthly

rent is the rent contracted for by renters of

. nonfarm dwelling units at the time of enumer-
ation. The rent 1is the amount contracted fox
Tegardless of whether 1t 4includes furniture,

heating fuel, electricity, cooking fuel, water,
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or other services sometimes supplied. Dwelling
units which are occupied rent free are not in-
cluded with the units reporting rent.

A similar definition was used in the 1940
Census except that en estimated monthly rent wes
reported and tabulated for the mnonfarm unlts
which were occupied rent free.

Monthly rent for vacant dwelling wnits is
the amownt asked for the dwelling unit at the
time of enumeration, and is presented in 1950
for the nonseasonal not dilapidated vacant wnits
for rent., The 1940 rent date for vacant dwelling
wits, however, applied ‘to all vacant units
clagsified as for sale or rent.

Gross monthly rent.--Gross monthly rent is
sontract monthly xent plus the reported average

monthly cost paid by renters of nonfarm dwelling

units for water, electricity, gas, and other

fuel, If furniture 1s inocluded in the contract

rent, the reported estimated rent of the dwelling
unit without furniture is used in the compuba~
tion instead of the conbtract rent. The Ssame
method of oomputing was used in the 1940 Census.

Value.~-Value dats are shown for nonfarm
owner-cocupied dwelling units and vacant nonses-
sonal not dilapidated units which ere for sale
only. Value is shown only if the unit is in a
one-dwelling unit structure without business and
if it is the only dwelling mit included in the
property. The value represents the amowmt for
which the owner estimates that the property, in=~
cluding such land as belongs with it, would sell
under ordinary conditions and not at forced sale.
For vecant units, it is the sals prioce asked by
the owner.

Units Ffor which valus data were published
from +the 1940 Census included owner-occupled
dwelling units in multi-dwelling unit structures
as well as in one-dwelling wnit structures. If
the owner-ccoupled unit was in a structure con-
taining more than one dwelling umit, ox if a
part of the structure was used for business
ptrposes, the value reported in 1940 represented
only that portion occupied by the owner and his
househol-.

Median,--The median is the figure which
divides +the number of dwelling units reporting
on & characteristic inbto two egual groups-~one
group containing units for which the figures for
the characteristic are smaller than the median,
and the other conteining units for which the
figures for the characteristic are larger +than
the medien. For example, the medisn contraoct
monthly rent of renter-occupied nonfarm dwelling
units is the rent which divides +the units into
two equal groups, one having rents lower than
the medisn arnd the other baving rents higher
than +the median, In ocomputing some of the

medians, the class intervals used were more de~ -

tailed than those shown in the tables.

Source of dete.~~The 1950 estimates pre=-
gented in this report are based on & sample of
about 46,000 dwelling units selescted from those

‘enumerated in ‘the 1950 Oemsus of Housing, These

dwelling units are located in about 14,000 Census
epumeration dilstricts systemetically selected
from all enumeration distrlicts throughout the
Nation. Although the figures are baged on data
trangsoribed from the 1950 Census, there may be

. differences between the date in the present re-

port and the data to be published in the final
1950 Census reports, apart from differences
caused by the sempling wvariebllity. The main
reason for such differences 1s that the prelime
inary egtimates do not include all of the re-
finements <that result from the careful exemina-
+ion of the schedules and tables to which the
census date will be subjeot prior to the publi=
cation of the final report.

The 1940 figures in this report are the re=
sults of the complete housing enumeration in the
1940 Census, These and more detailed figures on
the 'same subjects may be found in the published
volumes of the 1940 Census Reports on Housing. -

Fach of the 1950 figures is independently
rounded %o the nearest thousand; therefore the
detail figures do not necessarily add ‘o the
+totals. Percentages for 1950 axe based on the
rounded absolute numbers.

Reliability of 1950 estimetes.--Because the
1950 estimates arc based on semple data, they are
subject to sempling variability. The following
table presents the approximete sampling veria-
bility of estimates of selected sizes {exoept for
nonwhita-ocoupied dwelling units). The chances
are about 19 out of 20 that the dJdifference
due to sampling varisbility Yetween an es=
timate and the figure which will be available
later from the completbe tabwlations of the 1950

Almost every home had a radio in April
1950, about 1 out of 8 had & television set,
and 4 out of 5 had mechanical refrigeration,
according to preliminery sample deta from the
1950 Oensus of Housing. Utility gas was the
predominant cooking fuel and ocoal ranked
first among the fuels used for heating homes,
Figures on these and other housing charac~-
teristics, based on preliminary sample data
from the 1950 Census of Housing, were released
today by Roy V. Peal, Director,.Bureau of the
Census, Department of Commerce.

Year bullt.-~During the last five years,
the Nation had one of the greatest bullding
booms- in its history. By 1950, units in
structures built in 1945 or later amounted to
5.9 million, or 13 percent of all dwelling
The volume of bdbuwllding - for +this
period, January 1946 +to April 1950, averaged
approximately 1.1l million wnits per year.
Nonfarm wnits acoounted for 90 percemt of the
new.umits; the volume of nonfarm housing aver-
aged approximately 1.0 million wnits per year.

About 3.3 million units were in struo-
tures built between 1940 and 1944; thus, there
was a total of 9.2 million units, or 21 per-
cent, in structures less then 10 years old,.
On the other hand, 20.1 million units, 48 per-
cent of the total, were in struotures more
than 30 years old.

Proportionately more of the rural-nonfarm
wnites were new as compared with ‘the propor-

‘tlons among the urben and rural-farm groups;

about ome-fifth (21 percent) of the rural-
nonfarm wnite were in strustures - built in

1945 or later, compared with 12 percent of .

the wrban and 9 percent of the rural-farm

wits. In contrast, the rwal-farm group had
over helf .}

broportionately . more old wmits;
(54 percent) of the rural-farm mmits were in
struoctures which were more than 30 yeara old.

The "year built" reported in the census

refers ' to the date of original comstruction.

_ Unite resulting from conversion are reported

scoording +to the date of construction of the
original structure rather ‘than the date of
conversion, The figures on year buill repre-
sent the ‘totel number of units oonstructed
during a given period plusg the number created
by oonversions in structures originally bullb
during the same perlod, minus the number lost
in structures built during the period., losses
oocur through demolition, fire, flood, dls-"
agter, and conversion +to nonresidential use
or to fewer dwelling units.

" Although there were 9.2 million dwelling
units in structures bullt duringthe last deb-
ade, the net increase in the dwelling unit’
inventory since 1940 emounted to 8.5 million
units., The 9.2 million is +the number of
units remaining after gains snd losses had
taken place in structures bullt during the
1940's, The 700,000 difference between the
9,2 million sand the 8,5 million represents
the net loss of units in structures built
prior ‘to 1940; -+that is, among the older =
gtructures, +there were 700,000 more units
lost to the supply then were gained through
conversions. (The 700,000 is based on units -
for whioch year bullt was reported. It is
possible that the figure would be larger if
complete reports had been obtained for all
units.) ;

Eleotris lighting.--About 94 perdent of
the +total dwelling units had electric lighting
in 1950 compared with 79 percent in 1940,
Electrie lighting was installed in most of
+he new units built during the decade; it was
algso installed din & substantial number of
existing unite, particularly in the rural
areas where power lines had been extended.
.. Practically all the dwelling wunits in..
urbsn sreas had electric lighting. Howevery.
in rural areas, . eleotric lighting wes laok=.
ing in 10 percent of the rwral-nonfarn homes
and 22 percent of the farm homes.
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for the refrigeration of food for the household.
"Mechanical" refrigeration includes any type of
refrigerator operated by electriocity, gas, ker-
osene, gasoline, or other source of power. "Ice"
refrigeration includes a refrigerator, box, or .
chest cooled by ice supplisd from an outside
source, :

"Other" refrigeration includes devices such
as a spring house, an lce house, cooler, or well
¢ooler used to refrigerate food, and any evapo~-
rative cooler which is operated by the applica-
tion of water. A window box, root cellar, open
spring. or basement 1s classified as "none."

Tae 1940 definitions were essentially the
same,

Kitchen sink.-=A dwelling unit 18 reported
88 having & kitchen sink if it has a sink with a
drain pipe’ leading to the outsilde, The sink
need not have running water piped to it.

Usually, the sink is located inthe kitchen;
a sink which is located elsewhere within <the
structure and used in the washing of dishes or
cooking utensils 1is also oconsidered a kitchen
sink, However, a washbowl, 'basin, or lavatory
located in a Ybathroom or bedroom is not a
"kitchen sink,"

The data shown 1n this report refer only to
kitchen sinks inslide the structure. The sink
may be located in the dwelling unit or elsewhere
in the structure or in an encloged porch. A
gink on an open porech, however, was not enumer~
ated as a kitchen sink.

Heating and cooking fuel,--The data shown
for heating fuel represent the ome fuel that is
used most for heating, Similarly, the data for
cooking fuel refer +o the principal fuel used
for cooking. In general, the 1950 and 1940 cate
egories for fusl are similar. Howsver, there
are some differences 1n the categorles for gas,
liquid fuel, and other fuel. .

Results of the 1950 Census are shown sepa-
rately for utility gas and bottled gas, Utility
gas 1s piped into the dwelling unit <from mains
leading from a central system whiech is generally
owned and operated by a public utility company
or by the muniocipal government . The gas may be
either manufactured or natural., Bottled gas is
"supplied to the consumer in containers (cylinders
or tanks) which are replaced or refilled as
needed, In 1940, the one category "gas" in~
c¢luded both utility and bottled gas.

Liquid fuel in the 1950 data includes fuel
oil, gasoline, kerosene, furnace oil, distillate
oil, coal oil, stove oll, range oil, lamp oil,
and alcohol. In 1940, fusl oll, gasoline, and
kerosene were shown separately, amd the remain-
ing liquid fuels were lhcluded in the Mother"
category.

Heating equipment.-~The 1950 data shown for
heating equipment represent the equipment avail-
able for heating the dwelling unit during the
winter months. . Dwelling units are reported as
having heating equipmeht even though the heating
system or furnace may be temporarily out of

SBos

order or not
inconvenience.

In both 1950 and 1940, central heating
equipment consists of "piped steam or hot water"
and "warm alr furnace." The 1950 category "warm
air furnace" is comparable to the combined cate-
gories ‘piped warm air asystem" and ‘“pipeless
warm air furnace™ of 1940, '

For noncentral heating equipment in 1980,
distinction is made between equipment with flue.
and without flue. Equipment "with flue" includes
fireplaces and flue-connected heating stoves.
Flue-connected stoves or ranges which are used
primarily for éooking are also included if they

in operation because of cost or

-gre the major source of heat for the dwelling
unit., A flue 1is defined as a pipe or enclosed
passage to carry the smoke or fumes from the

equipment to the outside of the structure. Units
which are not heated are reported in a ssparatse
category.

In 1940, units with noncentral heating
equipment and units not heated were classiried
"without central heating." The categoriss for
units without central heating were "heatlng
stove" and "other or none." "Heating stoves”
comprised heating equipment with flue and also
nonportable electric or gas heaters {(with no
flue). Tnoluded in the group "other or none”
were units wlth portable heating equipment and
units having fireplaces or cook stoves as ?he
major source of heat, as well as units with no
heating equipment.

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of data.--The 1950 figures pre-
sented :in this report are based on a gample of
approximtely 46,000 dwelling units selected
from those enumerated in the 1850 Census of
Housing. These dwelling units are located in
about 14,000 census enumeration distriets sys-

tematically selected from all enumeration dis-
tricts throughout the country. The distribution
of the sample among the regions was approxi-
mately as follows:

For a glven characteristic, the estimates were
adjusted so that their sum would equal the esti.
mate of total dwelling units.

The 1940 figures in +this report are the
results of the complete enumeration in the 1940
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Census of Housing. These and more detailed Tig-
ures on the same subjects may be found in the
1940 Census Reports on Housing.

Bach of +the 1950 figures is independently
rounded +to the nearest thousand; therafore the
detailed figures do not necessarily add to the
jotals. Percentages for 1950 =are based on the
rounded absolute figures.

Reliabllity of 1950 ecetimates.--Becsuse the
1950 estimates &are based on sample data, they
sre subject ‘Yo sampling veriability. Although
the smaller figures are subject +to large rel-
ative sampling variability, +hey are shown in
the tables <to permit <+the analysis of various
oombinations which would have ammaller reletive
sampling varimbility.

containg national summaries of the regional date in the present report.

The sscond raport in this series coantaing ne~

ticnal statistics, and some regional data, on other housing items such aa year bullt, household equipment, and cooking

and heating fuel)

Home ownership was highest in the North Cen~
tral Region; the average size of hotisehold was
smallest in the West; and on the average, dwell~
ing units had the largest nuiber of rooms in the
Northeast and North Central Reslons. Values of
nerfarm single famlily hoies were highest 1in the
West and the Northewst and lowast 1n the South.
Rents of nenfarm uritaz also were lowest 1n the
Scuth, but averaged sbeut the seme amount Iin the
three other regions, . Figures on these and other
housing cheracteristics, bassd on preliminary
sample data from the 1960 Census of -Houging, were

released tcday by Roy V. Peel, Dlrechtor, DBuresu
of the Census, Repartment of Commerce.
Because the 1950 data in this report are

based on a semple, the results are subject to
sampling varisbility as explained in the sectlon,
"Rellability of. 1950 estimates." The smaller fig-
ures should he interpreted with particular care,
as should also small differsnces batwaen flgures.

The datm are for the four regions as defined
for the 1950 Census. The boundaries ol the re-
gions are shown on the map on the last page of
this report. The date provide generalizations of
the characteristics of ‘dwelling units Zor the
geographical reglon. = There may be extreme vari-
ations between cities &nd areas, withih each
region.

Inventory.--During the fortiss. the - West
grew fagter tnan any other reglon; the number:of
dwelling units lncreased by 41 percent. The
South  was next; while -the Northeast and North
Central Reglons, which are the older industrial-
ized reglons, had the smelilest relative in-
creases. The galns: resulisd largely Ifrom riew
construction, although substantial portlons wers
added ‘through conversions whlch increased ‘the
number of awslling units ip existing structured.

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In all reglons except the West, . the growth in
dwelling unlts greatly exceeded the growth in popula=~
tion. In the West, with-its 1arge in-migration, the
dwelling unit 1norsase barely kspt pace with the
population increase,

Sinee 1940, the number of dwelling units oc¢-
cupied by nonwhltes
South but increased in the rest of the Nation. 1In
1950, two~thirds (66 percent) of the nonwhite house-
holds in the United States were living in the South;
this compares with approximately three-fourths (73
percent} in 1940. These results are evidence of the
wlde-scale novemsnt of nonwhites out of. the South,
particularly during the war years when they migrated
from the farms to urban areas of the North and West
to seek defense work.

Urban and rural.--Urban dwelling units predom-
inated in each of the regilons. Urban housing rangsd
from 77 percent of the- -total dwelling units 1n the
Northeast to 50 perecent in- the South. On the other

hand, rural-farm dwelling unlts oconstituted an im-
portant sector of housing in the South, where they
represented 23 percent of the Iinventory. Ona-half

of the rural-farm dvelling units 1n the Natlon were
located in the South. Farm housing wes least import-
ant in thé Northeast where only” 4 percent were
rural-farm dwellings.

Vacarnclies.--Although there were large increases
in dwelling units during the decade, the supply of
avallable vacancies was generally small, Iindlicating
a lack of balance between supply and demand for hous-

ing.  Avdilable vacancy rates ranged from 1.0 per-

cent in the North Central Reglon to 2.6 percent in
the West. Available vacancies are - those being of-
fered for rent or sale Tor year-round use and not
dllapldated. In all regions, there were Tfewer
avallable vacancles for sale than for rent.

Avallable farm vacancles generally were few.
However, when compared with the natlonal average of
0.7 percent among rural-farm units, the West stands
out with a rate of 1.7 percent.

The gross vecancy rates ranged from 5.7 percent
in the North Central Reglon to 8.3 percent in the
Northeast. Although they are substantially nigher
than the avallable vacancy rates, the gross vacancy
rates include, -in addition to the avallable vacant
units, some vacancies intended for seasonal ogcu-
pancy, othérs which are not belng offered for rent
or sale, and still others which are dilapidated. In
the Northeast, gseasonal vacancies alone constituted
about three-fifths of the total vacancies 1in that
region; 1in the North Central Reglon, two-fifths of
the vacancies were for seasonal use.

Tenure.--One of the most significant develop-
ments since 1940 was the substantial increase in
home ownership in each of the reglons. The West and
the South exXperienced the greatest proportionate
galins, The gain resulted from new construction and
from the sale of exlsting rental homes for owner

occupancy. In all reglons except the West, the shift
from renter to owner occupancy was so great that
there was 8 108s 1in the number of rental units in

splte of tha large volume of rental unlts constructed
since 1940, In the West, both renter- &nd owner-
occupled dwelling units increased substantially dur—
ing "the decade; the increase in new rental units was
so large -that 1t more than offset the number OF

which shifted from renter %o owner
occupancy.

This shifting in tenure resulted 1in marked
changes in the proportion of home owners I1n the 10
years. In 1940, all the regions had more renters
than owners. In 1950, however, home owners eXceeded
renters in every region except the Northeast where
the proportions of owners and renters were about
aqual. The North Central Region had the highest
home ownership rate in 1950 when 61 percent of the
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occupled dwelling units were owner-ocoupied, It wes
among the highest in 1940 also, with 49 percent of
the dwelling units occupled by their owners.

Persons per room,-~The persons per room: data
Indicate that, since 1940, the expansion -of the
housing invenmtory has resulted 1in less crowding.
Based onthe persons per room ratio, all four reglons
have improved their housing conditlons, although in
varylng degrees, The decline in the proportion of
units with more than 1.5 persons per room wag mogt
noticeable in the South where the proportion dropped
from 17 percent 1o 1l percent; however, the South
was 9t111 the highest of the four reglons in 1860,
The 23 percent for units ocoupled by nonwhites in
the South reflects the orowding for that segment of
housing., The crowding among nonvhites contributed
partly to the high overall proportion for the South;

Condition and plumbing facilitles.--Approxi-
mately four-rifths (79 percent} of the " dwelling
units in voth the Northeast and in the West were mnot
dllapidated, had hot rumnning water, and a private
toilet and bath. Both regions were well above the
average for the Natlon as a whole, which was 64 per-
cent.

Units of poorest quallity, those which were
either dilepldeted or had no running water, were
most numerous in the South, where over one-third of
the units were of this quallty. Among rural-farm
homes, the proportions of such unlits varied con-

-gsidersbly--from 25 percent 1in the Northeast to 76

Rent date far 1940 and 1950 do not necesserily
reflect changes in rents for identlcal unltse. The
addition of new units 1o the rental market through
construction and conversion and the extensive shifts
from renter to owner occupancy resulted in a largsly
different group of rental units in 1950.

DEFINITIONS AND EXPLANATIONS

The tables In the report show the results of
the 1950 Census of Houslng based on & prelimirary
gample of dwelling units, Data from the 1940 Census
are algo shown 1f the ltems are comparable and if
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the 1840 data for such items were tabulated. Dif-
Terences 1n definitions and procedures used in the
1950 and 1940 Censuses are explained below for each
of the Items, .

Changes from the 1940 concepts wera made, after
consultation with users of census data, in order to
improve the statistlics, even thoughit was recognized
that comparability would be adversely affected.
When 1t has been feasible to do Bo, measures of the
Impact of the change on the statistics have besn, or
are belng, developed,

Reglons.-~The regions, for which data are pre-
gented 1n this report, are the four geographle reglons
defined for the 1950 Census., In the 1940 publica-
tions of housing data, only three reglons were estoD-
lished--the North, South, and West. The North of
1940 comprises the Northeast and the North Central
Reglons of 1950. The South and West. are the same for
both censuses. The boundaries of the four regions
are shown on the map on the last page of this report,

Urban and rural areag,--According to the new
definitlion adopted for the 1950 Census, urban areas
comprise (a) places of 2,500 inhevitante or more in-
corporated as cities, boroughs, towns,® and villages;
(b) the densely settled urban fringe, including both
incorporated and wnincorporated areas, around oities
of 50,000 or mors; amnd (c} unincorporeted places of
2,600 {nhabitents or more outside any urban fringe,
The remaining aress are classifled as rural,

According to the old definition, urbanareas
comprised all places of 2,500 inhabitsnts or more
wnich are incorporated placesandarsas {usually minor
civil divisions) classified &s urban under special
rules relating to population sige and density.

Farm and nonfarm residence.~~In rural areas,
dwelling wnits are subdivided into rural-farm uwnits,
weich comprise =ll dwelling units on farms, amd
rural-nonfarm units which comprise +the remaining
rural units. However, the method of determining
farm and nonfarm residence in the 1950 Census dif-
Ters 'somewhat from that used 1n earlier censuses,
In the 1950 Census, dwelling unlts on farms for
which cash rent is paid for the house and yard only
are classified &5 nonfarm, Furthermore, dwelling
units on institutional grounds and 1n summer camps
and tourlst courts are classified as nonfarm,

Dwelling unit.--In general, a dwelling unit ig

The number of dwelling units, as shown in this
report, may be regarded as comparable with the num~
ber of dwelling units shown in the reports of the
1940 Census., The instructions used for identifying
& dwelling unlt in the 1980 Census were more explicit
than those used in the 1940 Census. As a result,
gome living quarters may have ©been classified as
separate dwelling unlts by the one definition and
not by the othar. However, the net effect of the
change 1in the imstructions is probably smll,

Data on oocupied dwelling units and houssholds,--
A household oonsists of those persong who live in
the dwelling unit, including not only family mem-
bers, but also lodgers, servants, and other unre-
lated persons who live there.

By definition, the nuniber of oocupied dwelling
unlts 18 the same as the number of households.
Small differences betwsen these two numbers may ap-
pear in the populatlion and housing reports, however,
becauge the data for the reports were proocessed
independently.

Population in dyelling units.--The population
count shown i1in teble 1 represents the populatioq in
living quarters whlch are defined as dwelling units,

The classification. "for rent' .consists of va-
cant units offered for rent. The "for sale only"
group ls limited to those for sale only and not for
rant,  Vacant units "hot for rent or sals" include
units already rented or sold dut not yet ocoupled,
newly constructsd units awaiting final ‘completion -
and which have already been rented or sold, and
unlts held off the market rfor other reasona.
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The enuneration of wvacant units in the 1950
Census of Housing is not entirely comparable with
the procedure used in the 1940 Census. Ir 1940, va-
cant units were enumeratsd 1f they were hebitable;
vacant units which were unihhabiteble and teyond re-
rair were omitted from the enumeration. vacant
units for sale and vacant unitvs for rent were enumer-
ated as ore comblned caltegery. The "for sale cor
rent" vacancies included all habltable vacant units
vhich were avallable for occupancy even though not
actually being offersd for rent or sale at the time
of enumeraticn, thet 1s, all dwelling units which
were vacant except those held for occupancy of an
absent household.

Vacant trailers, tents, houseboats, and rail-
road cars are excluded from the dwelling unit inven-
tory in both 1950 and 1940.

Nonresgident dwelling unit.--A nonresident dwell-
Ing unit is one which is occupied entirely by per-
sons who usually live elsevhers. When not shown as
a gsparate category, nonrssident dwelling unlts are
included with vacant dwelling units., A similar der-
inition was used in the 1940 publicatlons.

Type of structure.--~A ssparate structure has
open space on all four sldes or has vertlcal walls
dividing it from all other structures, A "l-dwelllng-
unit detached'" structure has open space on all four
sides and contains only one dwelling unit.

The definitions of type of structure used in
the 1980 Census of Houslng are sllghtly different
Trom those used in the 1940 Csnsus. However, &Xcept
for trallers, a direct comparison can bs made be-
tween the 1980 and the 1940 cdata as they are pre-
gentsd 1n this report. The category "l-dwelling
unit detached without business" of 1950 1s compar-
eble to the "l-famlly dstached" of 1940. Units in
the "Other 1- to 4~dwelling unit" group of 1950 are
comparable to the dwelling units 1in the conbined
1940 count of *"l-family attached," "2-family side-
by-slde,™ "2-family other," nz-tamily,” "4-family,"
and "1- to 4-family witi business."

For the ltem on condition, dwelling units ars
classified as 'mot dllapidated" or "dilapldated." A
dwelling unit is dilapidated when 1t has serious de-
ficlencles, 1s run-down or neglected, or is of in-
adequate original constructlion, so that the dwelling
unit does not provide adequate shelter or protsction
against the elements or 1t endangers the salféty of
the occupants. Dilapldated dwelling units are so
classifisd elther because of deterioration, as evi-
denced Dy the presence of one or more critical de-
ficiencles or a combination of minor deficlenciles,
or because of inadequate original construction, such
that they should be torn down, extensively repaired,
or rebuilt,

In the 1940 Census, data on condition were col-
lected showing dwelling units 'needing major re-
pairs." Dwelling units were classiiled as needing
major repalirs when such parts of the structurs as
tloors, roof, plaster, walls, or foundation regquired
repairs or replacements, the continued neglect of
which would have seriocusly impaired the soundness of
the structure =and created a hazard to lts safety as
a place of residence.

Because the definitions of the two terms differ
signifticantly, the 1940 count of dwelling units
needing major repairs and the 1950 count of dllapi-
dated dwelling unlts are not comparable.

Contract menthly rent.--Contract monthly rent
is the rent contracted ror by renters of nonfarm
dwelling units at the time of enumeraticn. The rent
is the amount contracted for regardless of whether
it includes furniture, heating fuel, electriclty,
cooking fuel, water, or other services sometimes
supplied. Dwelling units which are occupied rent
free are not included with the units reporting rent.

A simllar definition was used in the 1940 Cen—
sus except that estimated monthly rents were reporied
and tabulated for the nonfarm units which were 00—
cupied rent free.

Monthly rent fcr vacant dwelling units 1s the
amount asked for the dwelling unit at the time o
snumeration, ard is presented in 1950 for the non—
seasonal not dilapidated vacant units for rent. The
1940 rent date . for vacant dwelling unlts, howsver,
applied +to all vecant units classified as for sale
or rent. Because the 1950 rent data in thls report
are combined for renter-occupled and selected vacant

dwelling units, they &are not comparable with the
1940 results.

Value.--Value data are shown for noanfarm owners—
occupied dwelling urits and vacant nonseasonal no¥
dllapidated units which are for sale only. Value 1s
shown only 1f the unit 1s in a l-dwelling-unit
structure without business and if it 1s the only
dwelling unlt included 1in the property. The value
represents the amount for which the owner estimmtes
that the property, incluvding such land as belongs
with it, would sell wundsr ordinary conditions and

not at forced sale., For vacant units, it is the sale
price asked by the ownsr.
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Units for which valus data were published from
the 1940 Census included owner-occupisd dwelling

units in mlti-dwelling-unit structures as well as

If the owner-occupled
wunit was In a structure containing more -than one
dwelling unit, or if =a part of the structure was
used for business purposes, the value reportsd in
1940 represented only that portlon occupied by the
owner and his household.

SOURCE AND RELIABILITY OF DATA

Source of data,--The 1950 flgures presented in
this report are based on a sample of spproximately
46,000 dwelllng units gelected frcm those enumerated
in the 1950 Census of Housing. ‘These dwelllng units
afe located in about 14,000 census srumeration dis-
tricts systematically selected Zrom all snumeration
districts throughout the Netion, The distriblition

Substantial increases In home ownership were
among the significant developments 1n housing in
the large standard metropcliten areas during the
fortlies, according to preliminary sample data from
the 1950 Census of Housing. By 1980, most of these
standard metrcopolitan areas had more home owners
than renters; vwhereas, in 1940, the reverse was
true.

The 57 standard metropollitan areas summarized
in this report contaln a little mere then two-
rifths orf all the dwelling units in the United
States.

There were wlde wvariations in the housing
characteristics for these metropolitan areas,
Owner occupancy ranged from 31 percent to 70 per-
cent. The size of housenold -varied from 2.5 to
3.4 persorns, while dwelling units averaged from
3.8 to 5.8 rooms. Median rents for nonfarm rental
units ranged from about $22 to $65; medlan values
for nonfarm single family owner homes ranged from
$#5,200 to $14,000.

Figures on these and other housing character-
istics, based on preliminsry sample data from the
1950 Uensus of Housing, are contained 1in this
summary report released today by Roy V. Pesl,
Director, DBureau of the Censug, Department of
Commerce.

The New York-Northeastern New Jersey area, with
lts many large rental structures, had the lowest per-
centage of home ownership; 1t was lowest in 1940 also.
The Youngstown, Akron, and Duluth-Superior areas were
among the highest in both years. In general, those
metropolitan areas winich were highest 1in 1940 tended
to be highest in 1950,

The gain in home ownership resulted from new con-
gtruction and from the sale of existing rental homes
for owner occupancy, The shift from renter to owner
occupancy was s0 great In many of the metropolitan
areas that, although there was an increase 1n total
dwelling units, there was an actual -decrease In the
numnber of renters.

The Philadelphias area had one of the largest in-
creases in home ownership along with one of the largest
decreases 1n renters, It had one and thres-fourths
times as many owners as in 1940, but only three-
Tfourths as many renters. Owner occupancy rose from
44 percent in 1940 to 65 percent in 1960,

Type of structure,--Despite the volume of single-
family homes constructed since 1940, there was rela-
tively 1ittle change 1n the proportion of dwelling
units in l-dwelling-unit detached structures. Nelther
was there much change in the proportion of dwelling
units in the larger multi-unit structures. .The San
Diego and Washington, D. C., areas were among the few
noted exceptions. In the San Diego area, the propor-
tion of l-dwelling-unilt detached structures decreased
Trom "M percent in 1940 to 67 percent in 1950. The
Weshington, D. C., area had one of the largest gains
in structures with 5 or more dwselling unlts: about
33 percent oI the dwelling units in the metropolitan
area were 1n these larger multi-unit structures in
1950, as compared with 23 percent in 1940.

The proportions of dwelling units in l-dwelling-
unlt detached structures ranged from less than one-
fourth to about three-fourths. Metropolitan areas
having the smallest percentages were +the New York-
Northeastern New Jersey, Baltimore, and Philadelphia
areas. The latter two had substantial proportions of
row houses. In the proportion of dwelling units
in the larger multi-unit structures, the New York-
Northeastern New Jersey area far outranked all the
other areas by having 45 percent of 1ts dwelling units
in structures containing 5 or more units.

Rooms and persons.--In most of the metropolltan
areas, dwelling units contained fewer rooms than in
1940, Gemerally, the 'metropolitan areags with the
smallest median number of rooms were in the South and
west, while those with the largest were in the North-
east., 'The medians in 1950 ranged from 3.8 to 5.8
rooms. Among the metropolitan areas showing the great-
st change since 1940 were the Dayton area, whoase
median of 5.3 roomg in 1940 dropped to 4.8 in 19850,
and the Atlante area, whose median rose from 3.9 1n
1940 to 4.5 rooms in 1980.

The proportions of 1-room units in 1950 varied from
less than 1 percent to 7 percent, and unlts containing
6 rooms or more varied from 15 to 60 percent. Gener-
ally, the percentage of l-room units and the percentage
of units with & rooms or more decreased since 1940.

In the 10 years, there was a trend toward smaller
households 1in most of the metropolltan areas. In &
Tew metropolitan areas, such as the Scranton, Wllkes-
Barre--Hazleton, dJohnstown, and Charleston, W. Va.,
areas, the decreases were substantial.

The median size of household I1n 1950 varied from

2.5 to 3.4 persons. Households containing 2 or 3 per-~
sons were the most numerous; they constltuted from
about one-halt to three-fifths of the houssholds in
the individual metropolitan areas.

The proportions of l-person households increased
slightly since 1940 while the larger households de-
creased ln most of the metropolitan areas. By 1950,
the percentages of 1l-person houssholds ranged from 6
to 16 percent and the percentages of households with 6
persons or more ranged from 5 to 15 percent,

The data on persons per room Indicate less crowd-
ing in 1950 than 1in 1940.  The proportions of unltis
having more than 1 person per room ranged from 5 per-
cent to 28 percent In the 57 metropolitan areas 1n
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1950. Generally, the metropoliten areas with the
largest proportions of such units were 1n the South,

Condition and plumbing facillties,-~Although the
57 metropolltan areas contalned approximately 43 per-
cent of all the dwelling units in the United States in
1950, they contalned B5 percent of all the units which
were not dilapidated, had hot running water, and a
private tollet and bath., In about one-half the metro-
politen areas, at least 76 percent of the units were
of this quality. :

The proportions of such units in the metropolitan
areas ranged from approximately £0 percent to $0 per-
The Birminghem and Neshville arsas were among
the sreas with the smallest proportions of units of

In 1940, vacant
units were enumerated 1f they were habltable; vacant
uriits which wers uninhabitable and beyond repair were
omitted from the enumeration. Vacant units for sale
and vacant units for rent were enumerated as one com-
bined category.

A
dwelling unit is dilapidated when it has serious defi-
clencies, 1s run-down or neglected, ¢r is of inadequate
original construction, 80 that the dwelling unlt does
not provide adequate shelter or protection against the
elements or it endangers the safety of the ocoupants.
Dilapidated dwelling units are so clessified either
vecause of deterioration, as evidenced by the presence
of one or mors critical deficiencies or a combination
ot minor deflelencles, or because of Inadequate orig-
inal construction, such that they should be torn down,
extensively repaired, cr rebullt.

In the 1940 Census, data on condition wers colw-
lected showlng dwelling units 'meeding ma jor repairs.™
Dwelling units were classified as needing major re-
palrs when such parts of the structure as floors,
roof, plaster, walls, or foundation required repairs
or replacements, the continued neglect of whioh would
have seriously impalred the soundness of the struo-
ture and created a hazard to its safety as a place of
residence.
